Wasteful Government Trading 


During the war, vast quantities of every conceiv- 
able commodity were bought by the Government. 
Drugs, chemicals and medicinal preparations were 
considered prime essentials. Accordingly, they were 
purchased without stint. When it came to war sup- 
plies, the Government stocked up freely. In spite 
of our late entry into the conflict, our expenditures, 
by reason of their magnitude, rivaled those of the 
leading European belligerents. 

Now the Government finds that it has on its 
hands a considerable surplus in many of the supplies 
itaccumulated during the period of emergency. Val- 
uable stores of drugs and chemicals, which were 
procured by the Government at high prices, are being 
offered for sale to private purchasers at unit prices 
that are considerably below those ruling in the open 
market today. In spite of this, the Government is 
finding it dificult to dispose of these surplus stores. 

is anxiety to retrieve something financially 
worth while by the sale of surplus drugs and chemi- 
cals would be deserving of the highest commenda- 
ton were it not for a rather paradoxical situation. 
While certain Government bureaus are most active 
m an effort to dispose of these so-called surplus stocks 
of drugs and chemicals, other Government bureaus 
ae equally as eager to obtain large stocks of identical 
materials ! 

Common sense at this juncture would suggest that 

¢ simplest solution would be to bring the prospective 

vernment buyers and sellers together. In the 
usiness world, this would be done without question.

Not only of drugs and chemicals is this deplorable 
state of affairs true. Chemicals and drugs have been 
instanced solely because these come within the Re- 
porter’s province. The facts are equally pertinent 
and equally applicable to every phase of Govern- 
ment buying. Economy as a virtue seems to be lacking 
entirely from the Government’s scheme of things. 


If ever there was a time when a centralized pur- 
chasing agency for the entire Government service was 
needed, that time is now. Such an agency could be 
formed by consolidating the general supply commit- 
tee through which supplies are bought for the Gov- 
ernment departments in Washington and the pur- 
chasing bureaus of the various departments. An 
agency like this could function with intelligence and 
efficiency. Under the present system, the different 
purchasing bureaus, in buying for their respective 
services outside of Washington—arms of the Gov- 
ernment that extend over all parts of the United 
States and Europe—not only compete one with the 
other in the purchase of supplies, but different bu- 
reaus in the same department have been known to 
do likewise. 

With Government purchasing under centralized 
control, the situation in drugs, chemicals and other 
products herein referred to could not exist. Instead 
of going out into the market for materials it already 
had in its possession, the agency, by means of inven- 
tories and other detailed statements, could with a 
reasonable degree of certainty familiarize itself with 
its resources and act in consonance with the facts. It 
would not lay itself liable to the charge of “‘buying 
** against the dictates of sound 
business judgment. 

It is high time the American people cast overboard 
the inefficient and wasteful system of Government 
purchasing under which we are now laboring. The 
Reporter suggests that Secretary Alexander, or some 
other member of the Cabinet, bring up this question 
for discussion at a future meeting. A little investiga- 
tion will disclose that the facts stated have not been 
exaggerated. It is time the affairs of the Government 
were run on an efficient business basis.

German. Dye Situation 


While proponents of dyestuffs legislation are do- 
ing their utmost to bring the somnolent dye bill to 
life in the Senate, and opponents are lying awake 
nights evolving new changes and amendments to the 
measure, let us take a glance at the dyestuffs situa- 
tion in Germany. Conflicting reports of Germany’s 
ability to flood the rest of the world with dyes have 
been set at rest by the report of the British Commis- 
sion which in January was sent abroad by the Color 
Users’ Association to ascertain what stocks of dyes 
were available in Germany in addition to the repara- 
tion dyes specified in the Peace Treaty. The latter, 
which comprise 50 per cent. of Germany's dyes at 
the signing of the treaty, are to be divided among 
the Allies and set off against war indemnities. 

No huge stocks of dyes awaiting purchase were 
uncovered by the Commission in Germany. Instead, 
it was learned that the stocks available are compara- 
tively small. French, Italian, Belgian, American and 
other buyers generally appear to have been busy in 
the non-occupied regions trying to buy up all surplus 
stocks. Little or no production is going on, owing to 
the shortage of coal and raw material. An exception 
to this is the large works situated in the area occupied 
by the British, where efforts to help along the pro- 
duction of colors appear to have met with some 
material success. 

The British Commission lost no time in its nego- 
tiations. After conferences with German dyestuffs 
producers, it bought 140 tons of colors, valued at 
£191,720. These dyes were purchased on behalf of 
the whole body of British consumers, the distribution 
to be made by the already existing Central Importing 
Agency set up by the Board of Trade. Allotments 
will be made under the same plan adopted for the 
allocation of the reparation dyes, and pursuant to the 
advice of a committee familiar with the needs and 
requirements of each particular section of British 
dye consumers. 


All the dyes bought by the Commission are for im- 
mediate export from Germany. They comprise practi- 
cally the entire stocks available at the time. Arrange- 
ments were also entered into whereby further quanti- 
ties are to be supplied in the near future, the Commis- 
sion retaining the option of canceling the contract‘in 
regard to any dyes not delivered by a specified 
date, or in the event of prices rising beyond agreed 
figures. 

In closing its report the British Commission 
strongly urges the Board of Trade to expedite the 
taking up of the balance of the reparation dyes, for 
within occupied areas the surplus stocks can only be 
released as and when a corresponding quantity of 
reparation colors is delivered to the Allies. 

How are American dye consumers going to be 
affected by the enterprise of their British cousins? 
From the Commission’s report, it can be realized how 
crippled is the German production from a lack of 
coal and raw materials. Are American producers 
going to be in position to supply the needs of Amer- 
ican consumers for dyes which at present are not be- 
ing made in this country? If not, where are these 
dyes to come from? Has the Textile Alliance made 
the necessary arrangements to answer these questions 
satisfactorily? It is essential that the Alliance keep 
the faith reposed in it by the large number of Amer- 
ican dye consumers. Otherwise, the American dye 
industry will be stepping on its own feet.

Open Competition Plan Illegal 


The so-called ‘‘open competition plan” of the 
American Hardwood Manufacturers’ Association is 
illegal, according to the decision rendered by Judge 
McCall, United States District Judge at Memphis, 
in the suit of the Government under the Sherman 
Act against the lumber manufacturers who are mem- 
bers of the association. 

Just what this means to the “‘institute idea,”’ it is 
incumbent on the members of the respective trade 
organizations that meet and talk over prices and 
market conditions to discover for themselves, through 
their counsel. The plan of the hardwood associa- 
tion was worked out carefully by General L. C. 
Boyle, counsel for the lumber interests, after consul- 
tations with Government officials, including men in 
the Department of Justice and Federal Trade Com- 
mission. It was believed that the plan would stand 
the test of the anti-trust laws. However, it is under- 
stood that the plan was not promised immunity from 
prosecution by the Government, and the association 
came to grief. 

The Government showed in this case that the 
members of the hardwood association continuously 
exchanged with one another, through the secretary 
of the association, reports of their respective rates of 
production and the stocks they had on hand. The 
prices which each member had received for actual 
sales of lumber made by him also were indicated. 

Such an interchange of information, the Govern- 
ment contends, had the tendency to cause the de- 
fendants to increase their prices. The defendants, 
on the other hand, contended that they were en- 
titled to exchange the reports in question, which they 
claimed was legitimate market information. 

Notwithstanding the affidavits of practically all of 
the defendants that there had been no agreements 
made to fix prices, Judge McCall held that :— 


It cannot be with reason denied that defendants 
formed a combination to promote the interests of 
the members of the plan by maintaining price levels, 
and it is difficult, if not impossible, on this record to 
escape the conclusion that the purpose and intention 
of the plan was to suppress competition among its 
members in the hardwood lumber manufacturing 
business, wherein the production of hardwood lum- 
ber was to be kept low enough to maintain high 
prices on an ascending scale, but not so low as to 
drive prices to such heights that consumers would 
be induced to use substitutes. These two objectives 
mark the margins of the channels through which the 
members of the plan conducted by its manager of 
statistics were to steer interstate commerce in hard- 
wood lumber and through which it was successfully 
steered on up to the filing of this bill. 


And he enjoined the defendants from continuing to 
exchange information of this character. 

As the Reporter pointed out in a previous editorial 
on this subject, it is only a slender line that divides 
many trade associations from admittedly unlawful 
combinations in restraint of trade. It is intimated 
that the Department of Justice has under considera- 
tion data concerning more than thirty trade groups 
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whose practices are said to be illegal. Those in Re- 
porter industries who are members of associations or 
institutes are advised to read the law and the court's 
decision so that they can ascertain whether or not 
they are violating the law. Objectionable practices 
should not be encouraged.

Extraction of Resins from Pine 
Resins 


By DR. HEINRICH SALVA-

methods to which the Central Empires 
were compelled to resort to obtain raw 
materials of one kind or another, was 
written by Dr. Heinrich Salvaterra in 
the October issue of the Chemiker-Zei- 
tung. A translation of the article, made 
for the Reporter. follows :— 

The scarcity of colophony, due to the war, 
compelled Austria to make intensive experi- 
ments to increase the yield of resin from pine 
scrapings, from which a resin was obtained by 
the action of various solvents. This resin is 
described as similar to colophony. Recently 
a Vienna factory, after overcoming numerous 
technical difficulties, succeeded in making 
fractional extractions of the resin scraped from 
pine trees. After carrying through these ex- 
tractions a yield of 55 per cent. was obtained 
in the form of a clear, glassy, dark brown, 
brittle resin with 1 per cent. of turpentine. 
The resin was similar in character to colo- 
phony, and exhibited similar uses, and I have 
designated it resin I; in the next place there 
was a yield of as high as 10 per cent. of an 
opaque, brown, somewhat sticky resin with a 
anconchoidal fracture (extraction resin) which 
in its characters showed distinct differences 
from the product before named, and which I 
shall call resin ITI. 

Both resins are soluble in methyl alcohol, 
ether, chloroform and acetone, but only par- 
tially soluble in petroleum spirits (64 and 74 
per cent., respectively), benzene, toluene and 
carbon bisulphide; the resins swelled appre- 
ciably in the three last-named solvents. The 
chemical and physical characters of the resins

Misbranding of Goods Prohibited by 
Bill Introduced by Representative 
Rogers 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


Misbranding of articles entering into 
interstate commerce would be prohibited 
under a bill introduced by Representative 
Rogers, of Massachusetts. All such arti- 
cles would, by the terms of the bill, be 
required to be correctly branded by the 
manufacturers as to weight, quality and 
material. Penalties are prescribed for 
misrepresentation. Retailers and whole- 
salers would not be punished for selling 
misbranded articles if they could show a 
guarantee from the manufacturer thereof 
that the law had been complied with. 
The bill was referred to the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce, which is scheduled to hold a hear- 
ing on it today.

OPEN COMPETITION PLAN 


Found to Be in Violation of Sherman 


Law in American Hardwood Case 


WASHINGTON, March .19, 1920. 
Trade associations or industrial insti- 


tutes which make a practice of exchang- 
ing information regarding prices of the 
products handled by their members, with 
a view to maintaining or raising prices, 
are violating the Sherman anti-trust law, 
in the judgment of the Department of 
Justice. This opinion is based upon a 
recent decision by the Federal Court at 
Memphis, Tenn., in the case brought by 
the government against the American 
Hardwood Association involving the lat- 
ter’s , 80-called “open-price competition 
plan.’ 

Asked specifically whether associations 


and institutes in Reporter industries are 
violating the law, Attorney Williams of 
the Department of Justice declined to 


express an opinion. The methods of the 
trade associations and institutes in ques- 
tion were outlined briefly to department 
officials, but the latter explained that the 
department could not answer hypotheti- 
cal questions or pass judgment in ad- 
vance in moot cases. 


PROFITEERING COMBINES 


Forced to Sell at Fixed Wholesale 
Prices Under Terms of Frear 
Bill 

WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


Fixation of maximum wholesale prices 
on commodities necessary for the com- 
fort of human life, and entering into the 
uses of trade, by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, in cases where the commission 
finds such. commodity is ‘‘controlled in 
production or price by a monopoly, com- 
bination or group of business interests 
so that free competition has ceased to 
exist,”” is provided for in a bill intro- 
duced by Representative Frear of Wis- 
consin. 

The bill prescribes the procedure of the 
commission in operating under the act. 
Its findings are subject to court review. 
It is provided that the commission shall 





receive and investigate complaints of 
profiteering and unjust prices. It may 
also proceed on its own motion. The 


commission is empowered to examine the 
books of business concerns alleged to be 
guilty of such practices. Licenses for 
doing business may be withheld by the 
commission. It may also forbid the sale 
of commodities at prices above those 
fixed. The commission's findings shall 
be final in certain cases mentioned in the 
bill. Business can not be done without 
a license issued by the commission, after 
it has found a concern guilty of profit- 
eering in excess of 25 per cent. over the 
prices authorized. Penalties of fines 
ranging from $100 to $1.000 per day are 
provided for violation of the act, also 
imprisonment for the corporation officer 
concerned up to one year. Half a mil- 
lion dollars is appropriated to carry out 
the purposes of the act.

Substitute to Embargo Provision 
Introduced — Senator Spencer 


to Ask for Camphor Duties 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 
With the consideration of the dyestuffs 
bill believed to be close at hand, amend- 
ments to it are developing. Senator 
Moses, of New Hampshire, has introduced 


an amendment which is intended as a 
substitute for the embargo provisions 
of the Senate bill. This substitute is 
along the line of anti-dumping legisla- 


tion, Senator Moses says, and is expected 
to be satisfactory to textile interests. 
The Senator stated that Mr. Knight, of 
Philadelphia, prepared his amendment in 
consultation with Col. J. P. Wood, who, 
it will be recalled, offered an anti-dump- 
ing amendment to the bill during hear- 
ings before the Finance Committee, 
Senator Keyes, of New Hampshire, 
stated that he is preparing amendments 
to the bill of interest to textile indus- 
tries. which, however, he says, are not 
of great importance, involving no changes 
in rates of duty, in dutiable products, or 
in the general principle of the bills. 
Senator Spencer, of Missouri, has in- 
troduced his amendment to the dyestuffs 


bill, to impose duties of 25 per cent. on 
camphor, $1.50 per pound on caffeine 
and 15 cents per pound on_ chloral 
hydrate. 

Senator Frelinghuysen, of New Jer- 
sey, it is understood, will offer an 


amendment to include aromatic synthetic 
chemicals and perfumery materials 
within the specially protected lists un- 
der the terms of the bill, as has been 
urged by the Van Dyck Co. 


British Dyestuffs Situation To Be In- 


vestigated to Discover If Trust 


Exists 

LONDON, March 2, 1920. 
On Dec. 2 the Standing Committee on 
Trusts proposed that a sub-committee 
should be appointed ‘‘to ascertain to what 
extent supplies and prices of dyes and 
dyestuffs are controlled or affected by 
the British Dye Stuffs Corporation, Ltd.” 
No appointment was made. As a result 
of further consideration it is now pro- 

posed to extend the terms of reference: 
“To investigate the position with regard 
to dyestuffs and to ascertain whether 
any trust or trade combination exists and, 

if so, its effect on supplies and prices.”

The report of the purchasing commis- 
sion of the Color Users’ Association, 
which recently returned from Germany 
where they had gone to ascertain what 
stocks of dyes were available in addition 
to the stocks specified in the Peace 
Treaty, found that stocks were low and 
that little production was going on owing 
to shortage of coal and, raw materials.

The principle of the bills is law should 
be enacted whereby the manufacture, sale 
or transportation of misbranded, misrep- 
resented, or falsely described articles may 
be stopped and the traffic therein be regu- 
lated. A buyer is entitled to know what 
he is buying and steps must be taken to 
prevent deceptive and misleading brand- 
ing which is not only unfair to the con- 
sumer but tends to work a hardship on 
the maker or seller of bona tide articles 
and reflects on the reputation of the en- 
tire industry concerned, it was pointed out. 

Representative Rogers opened the hear- 
ing this morning. with an explanation of 
his bill, its principle, and its provisions as 
applying to the Output of every industry 
in the country, and to exports and im- 
ports. There was no further discussion 
of this bill and@ Mr. Barklay was not 
present to speak on his bill, which also 
concerns all classes of articles. 

Congressman Rainey gave a short talk 
on his bill, which applies only to wool 
and woolen goods, as does the nieasure 
offered by Mr. French. 

The better part of the day was taken up 
by extensive discussion of the French bill. 
The author himself spoke at length on the 
need of legislation to protect the public 
in the matter of woolen fabrics. Am- 
biguity as well as actual misrepresenta- 
tion as to ingredients of a piece of cloth 
has often resulted in the people being mis- 
led, he said, and pointed out that there 
is a great difference between an all-wool 
fabric and an all virgin wool piece. Old 
rags, shoddy, and the like, he said, may 
be made over into an all-wool cloth, but 
such a fabric is totally inferior to one 
made entirely of virgin wool direct from 
the sheep's back. 

Several representatives of the wool 
growers’ associations were on hand to ad- 
vocate passage of the French bill, de- 
claring that it was greatly in the inter- 
ests of their industry as well as being a 
great protection to the public. They are 
in favor of manufactturers of woolen fab- 
rics being requiréd to stamp their product 
with the exact ingredients, as contem- 
plated in the bill. Those appearing in this 
connection today were :—J. M. McDowell, 
representing the Wool growers of Wash- 
ington county, Ra., and Alexander Hamil- 
ton, same connection, and Dr. F. R. 
Marshall of Salt Lake City, secretary of 
the National Wool Growers’ Association.

Peanut Cultivation Receiving Serious 
Consideration of Department 


of Agriculture 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


Grading and standardization of pea- 
nuts is one of the newest lines of work 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, with a view to improving condi- 
tions of handling, distributing and mar- 
keting the crop and opening up wider 
and new avenues for its disposal and 
that of its products. 

Until last year 1,251,000 acres in 
twelve Southern States were planted in 
peanuts and the production of the nuts 
was estimated at 33.263,000 bushels by 
the Department of Agriculture. Alabama 
is now the leading State in peanut pro- 
duction with 6,840,000 bushels to her 
credit in 1919, while five other States 
produced from 3,400,000 to 5,550,000 
bushels each. The total farm value of 
the crop was estimated at nearly $80.- 
000,000. This winter the average price 
was $2.40 per bushel, or about double 
what it was a few years ago. 

Selected strains of some of the varie- 
ties are being made by the department 
with a view to producing those more 
particularly adaptable for definite pur- 
poses, such as the making of high grade 
table and cooking oils, or an oil that 
may be used in the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine and soap. Other purposes for 
which selections are being made are 
those adapted for human food in the 
form of meal, butter, etc. and high- 
yielding strains for stock and dairy 
feeds. ,

WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


Nearly 5,000,000 barrels of petrajeum and 
derivatives and nearly 10,000,000 cubic 
feet of natural gas were consumed as fue! 
in the production of electric power in 
this country bv public utility power 
plants during February, March, April, 
July and October, 1919, according to a 
statement just issued by the United 
States Geological Survey. In addition. 
great quantities of coal and water power 
were used. 

According to actual figures based on 
reports received from 3,000 plants, 4,295.- 
007 barrels of petroleum products and 
9,009,555 cubie feet of natural gas were 
used for fuel at those plants’ in -the five 
months mentioned

No dry color price changes were 
made this week except a slight change 
in siennas and green chromes. The 
former are feeling the pressure of the 
higher producing costs in Italy, and the 
latter of the stronger position of the 
basic chemicals involved. English ver- 
milion is bullish, but no actual price 
change was made this week. Dry color 
producers in America say that they 
are suffering from a shortage of labor. 
Plants are manned insufficiently, and 
in spite of extensive advertising for 
labor, they say that they are consider- 
ably handicapped.

COSTS GIVEN 


Army Experts Show Actual Test 
Figures of $168 Per Ton for 
Ammonium Nitrate 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 

The House Committee Investigating 
War Expenditures has heard testimony 
of Col, J. H. Burns and Major Gaillaird 
of the Ordnance Department of the 
Army on the War Department's figures 
for the cost of operation of the Mussel 
Shoals nitrate plant. Both officers were 
asked many questions as to what. the 
figures were based on, what items they 
included and what excluded, ete iexpla- 
nations were given, the officers stand- 
ing by the estimated cost figure The 
latter were based on an operating test of 
the plant made in a period of two weeks 
in 1919 The total force of men esti 
mated required to run the plant is 
1,600 whereas former estimates called 
for 2,500 men. The department estimate 
is based on operation to 80 per cent. of 
capacity, producing 86,000 tons ammo- 
nium sulphate, 49,000 tons cyanamid, 22, 
000 tons ammonium nitrate \ number of 
items were written off in the estimate, 
including interest on investment, depre- 
ciation, obsolescence, taxes and insurance,

The best engineering judgment had 
been used in preparing the estimates of 
cost of operation, the witnesses said, the 
American Cyanamid Co. and DuPonts 
having run plants in part of like char- 
acter to the government plant for years. 
The materials and equipment used were 
known quantities. Major Gaillaird was 
formerly connected with the Cyanamid 
company. An allowance of 3% per cent 


was made for selling the product of the 
government plant, whereas the Garrigues 
company of New York had recently ad- 
vised the department it thought 2 per 
cent, sufficient for that purpose. 

The witnesses told the committee 
community services at the village in con- 
nection with the plant were expected to 
pay their own way. Chairman Graham 
said the committee may want to send 
an accountant into the ordnance office 
to go over the data upon which the esti- 
mate of operation and production costs 
was based. There was some discussion 
as to whether a patent diluent was used 
in the process of manufacture at the 
plant, it being intimated that some such 
thing was used by a private plant in the 
same line. 

The Glasgow report on 
duction was based on the figures 
cussed in the testimony, it was stated. 
Frequent reference was made by wit- 
nesses to testimony before the Military 
Affairs Committee. Major Gaillaird said 
that the figures obtained in the test at 
Mussel Shoals had been checked against 
data in the department showing costs of 
operating cyanamid plants in Europe, 
chiefly France and Scandinavia. 

The actual test figures showed a cost 
of $168 per ton for producing ammonium 
nitrate. The Department’s estimate dis- 
cussed was a little over $90, using steam 
power. It was stated that there is suffi- 
cient power capacity developed at Mus- 
sel Shoals now to run the plant to 80 
per cent. of its capacity, and that the use 
of power from the Alabama Power Co. 
would be unnecessary. A little over half 
a _ tone of coke is required for each ton 
of lime nitrogen, it was testified. 

The plant was operated in part from 
October to February, Major Gaillaird 
said. Probably not over one-tenth of its 
total capacity was used on the average in 
that time. Ten carbide furnaces is the 
normal operating capacity, which allowed 
two furnaces to be under repair all the 
time, the remaining eight furnaces being 
operated 24 hours per day and 365 days 
in the year. Col. Burns said that sul- 
phurie acid can be obtained for use at 
the plant at $10 per ton. The Tennessee 
Copper & Chemical Co. has a plant near- 
by. It was brought -out, however, that 
sulphurie acid is now being sold at from 
$11 to $12 per ton at the point of manu- 
facture.

Lack of Natural Gas in Kanawha 
Valley Awakens Talk of 


New Locations 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Mar. 18, 1920 
Removal of the large chemical manu 
factoric in the Kanawha Valley, cen 
tering around South Charleston, is being 
eriously considered by officers of the 
trious interests as a result of the seri 
ous handicap experienced during the 
winter just ending through the scarcity 
of natural gas 

There are three factors responsible for 
the acute shortage First and foremost, 
millions of cubie feet are shipped out of 
the State by the pipe-line companies, to 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Kentucky, where 
an greater price is paid for the commod- 
ity Second, the natural supply is rap- 
idly being diminished by the manufac- 
ture of carbon black in West Virginia, 
and on more than one occasion legis 
lators have been asked to enact legisla- 
tion to curb the manufacture of this 
product. In the third place there are 
fewer wells being dug than in former 
years. because of “strikes” being made 
less frequently. 

Charleston and Kanawha Valley chem- 


ical industries were forced to temporar- 
ily suspend operations at frequent in- 
tervals during the past winter, entailing 
a loss of many thousand of dollars. 
During the winter period the Rollin 
Chemical Corporation took advantage of 
the inadequate gas supply to make com- 
prehensive changes in its plant, and it 
is announced that the capacity of the 
plant will be about doubled in the near 
future.

American crushers 
realize that there will be a near famine 
and that they will be very short of oil. 
For this reason prices of oil have ad- 
yanced again, now standing at $1.84 
for spot up to June, and $1.79 for July- 
December. Little surprise would be oc- 
easioned if prices took another ad- 
vance, for the seed shortage will’ be- 
come very acute in a short time. 
Already it is most serious. Crushers, 
to use the expression of one of them, 
have been “scraping the bottom of their 
tanks.” 

Western seed is strong, though not 
so strong as might be expected, and 
the reason is that consumers realize 
that there is little seed to be had in 
any case in the west now, and that 
they might as well wait till the new 
crop shipments begin coming in from 
the Argentine. 

The car shortage is affecting the 
movement of what western grain there 
is, and this adds to the difficulties 
which now beset crushers. But the basic 
dificulty facing the crushers is the 
coming famine so far as Argentine 
seed is concerned. This will mean 


such a serious shortage till shipments 
can catch up that the consumers of 
linseed oil in the building campaign of 
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Spring may be seriously inconvenienced 
and delayed,

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 17, 1920 


There was less interest in the cash flax sit- 
uation than in the prospects for a new crop. 


Offerings of domestic seed were extremely 
light and the buyers were indifferent takers 
most of the week. There was no real com- 


petition offered in the market and therefore 
prices lost considerable ground, compared with 
the futures. A _ short time ago spot seed was 


selling at 40@45c. over the Duluth new May 
future, and today the market closed at Se. 
under to 5c. over. The market is distinctly 


on a merit basis as far as payment for quality 
goes and the width of the range in values 
shows it. When there was a need for greater 
supplies of the domestic sort buyers paid 
close up to top quotations for seed of indiffer- 
ent quality, such as scabby and thin Southern 
Minnesota seed, Seed well mixed with water- 
grass seed is not in keen demand and the 
buyers discount is properly at present. 


Liberal supplies of Argentine seed are com- 
ing forward and with larger quantities fol- 
lowing, either on rails or on passage, the 
crushers are not worrying about raw material. 
The Argentine market is still high, and with 
conditions unfavorable for getting supplies in 
transit the crushers are not booking any fresh 
offerings from that country. 


There is a good demand for seed flax and the 
situation grows brighter in the matter of pro- 
posed acreage. Local commission houses have 
been buying all of the choice stuff they could 
get for shipment into North Dakota, and seed 
houses here have been doing a good business 
with buyers in Montana. The question of 
what grain to produce is occupying the minds 
of the farmers to a greater extent than gen- 
erally thought. In _ spite of developments 
favoring the idea of high wheat prices to 
come, many of the producers have their minds 
set with the idea that the removal of the 
government guaranty will mean a decline in 
the market below a level that will bring profit- 
able returns, and therefore have turned their 
attention to other grains. Another matter 
that may help quite decidedly in the final 
sowing of flax is the scarcity of farm help 
and the possibility that the sowing season will 
be too short to plant wheat and oats. Flax 
can be sown the latest of all grains, and as 
time is scant the farmers will no doubt devote 
the fag end of their sowing season to putting 
in flax. 

A report from Montana says that tractor 
fleets are being mobilized to break up land 
on a recently opened Indian reservation and 
that the bulk of this land, if not all, will be 
turned to flax production. In fact, the general 
situation at the moment points to a larger flax 
acreage this year than was sown a year ago. 

The interest of the farmers themselves in 
flax production will go further toward develop- 
ing a large crop than extended progaganda 
would. With no war raging to stir the farmers 
into action, those interested in the production 
of flax were at a loss for subject matter in 
the use of propaganda, and the situation is 
shaping itself favorably without effort on the 


part of those who want a good crop produced. 

There were several cars of choice Canadian 
seed received on the market during the past 
week, and the crushers politely stepped aside 
and allowed them to be picked up by buyers 
representing seed interests If more of this 
Canadian seed comes down it will help a great 
deal in a poor situation. 


Reports from seed houses continue to show 
a much larger demand for seed flax than can 
be readily taken care of. Inquiries of line 
elevator companies fail to locate any impor- 
tant supplies of good fiax held by farmers, 
and at this time it looks as though depend 
ence must be placed on the local market for 
the bulk of the amount wanted. ‘The season 
last year was not favorable for the making of 
good flaxseed, which is telling the most against 
a possible increase of acreage this year. 

The supply of seed on hand in local eleva- 
tors is very small, too small to help out much 
in case the flow of Argentine supplies meets 
with interference. 

Duluth is. bidding strong 
compared with local prices. Crushers here are 
not inclined to bid on arrive seed at all, be- 
lieving that all their requirements will be 
taken care of by the movement of Argentine 
supplies.

Van Dusen-Harrington, who are not dealers 
in flax, are in the market strong just now, 
and it is said that they are buying flax seed 
entirely. Other dealers are getting busy on 
the same account. Despite the fact that farm- 


ers, who have been buying for a long time, 
are now letting loose of their holdings, the 
demand for flax for seeding is so heavy that 
the market went up like a rocket today. 
Buenos Aires was also strong, presumably on

Linseed oil continues to advance as 
a result of the Argentine shipping tie- 
up and other causes. July-December 
oil is now selling at $1.79 a gallon, 
and all near positions at $1.84 a gallon, 
with the likelihood of another ad- 
vance because of the growing scarcity 
of seed. 

This coming famine, which will be 
on the crushers as soon as the full 
force of the Argentine strike hits them, 
which will be when seed ceases to 
arrive, is the point of first importance 
with them in trade affairs. Demand 
is not disturbing in the old sense, it 
is disturbing only in that it cannot 
be satisfied properly. The world’s 
need for linseed oil is so great that 
over a 40,000,000 bushel Argentine crop 
will hardly be sufficient, provided that 
it were moved North expeditiously, 
but when a long strike prevents the 
movement in quick style the problem 
is made much more acute. 

Cottonseed oil is showing more 
strength, though it is not expected to 
go much beyond present prices. 

Other vegetable oils have held to 
their former levels with the exception 
of coconut oil, which strengthened to 
17%c. per pound, f. o. b. Pacific coast, 
sellers’ tanks. Blown oils have dis- 
played a strong tone. There has been 
a quiet market in fish and animal oils 
and some easiness was shown in 
stearic acids. There was some dark 
neatsfoot oil offered at $1.35 per gal- 
lon, but the level of the market is five 
cents higher than that. Sales of oleo 
stearine were made at 17%@17%c. per 
pound. Lower grade oleo oil was 
quoted at 19c. per pound.: The market 
for oleo oil has been dull. 

Animal oil trading rules will be 
placed before the New York Stock Ex- 
change oil group shortly, it is ex- 
pected. Changes in them are believed 
to be in prospect. 

Grease and tallow have been in the 
midst of a mixed condition and the 
excitement in the political field, which 
is allied to export prospects, has caused 
a lull in trading. 

Sales of brown grease were made at 
10c., but asking prices are now one 
cent higher at least. 

It developed during the week that 
other people than importers are dis- 
satisfied with the trading rules effect- 
ing soya bean, peanut and coconut oils. 
Traders, such as dealers and brokers, 
express the opinion that they are not 
trading under the old rules, nor will 
they under the new ones if they are 


adopted. 
LINSEED OIL 

Another advance in linseed oil was 
occasioned by the famine impending 
from the Argentine strike. Future 
prices went up five cents and now the 
seale runs as follows:—Spot to June, 
$1.84 a gallon; July-December, $1.79 
a gallon. 

High as prices now are there is 
much talk of another early advance, 
because crushers are getting behind 
with the delivery of contract orders, 
and when the full force of the long 
Argentine tie-up is felt will run still 
further behind. Not only will there 
be a famine, but the seed now being 
bought for later delivery is costing 
$3.25 a bushel in the Argentine. 
Higher seed naturally means higher 
prices, even though short supplies and 
strong demand were not important 
factors. 

Little Dutch oil is coming in now 
because of the strike in Holland ports, 
which has pretty effectually tied up 
shipping there. Less English oil is 
coming. American crushers see no 
relief in sight till ships move again 
from the Argentine. There is not 
enough western seed to save the sit- 
uation. One of the leading crushers 
recently estimated a probable crop of 
40,000,000 bushels in the Argentine. 
Others are inclined to tone this figure 
down, though agreeing that the crop 
will be a good one. But 40,000,000 
bushels, or twice as many, won't do 
any good till they are moved North. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 17, 1920. 
The demand for oil is about the same as last 


week. Buyers are persistent in their efforts 
to buy some nearby stuff, but are unable to 
get any supply of consequence Interest in 
deferred is moderate and there is no trading 
of importance From the standpoint of the 


crushers there is no excellent reason for trad 
ing for far deferred delivery for several rea- 
sons. Some thought must be given the situa 
tion in Argentina and if labor troubles in that 
country are long continued calculations might 
be upset. The matter of finding a market for 
by-product also has to be considered, and in 
a general way the crushers are not inclined to 
figure too far ahead They are sold ahead for 
a long time, and most of them are inclined 
to wait for developments before making fresh 
trades of importance All of them believe that 
there is going to be a steady demand for oil 
for some time to come, until the holes devel- 
oped during the war are filled up and the 
manufacturers have accumulated a reserve of 
oil and paint Bullding operations will be 
greater when lumber becomes cheaper, and 
there will probably be plenty of business for 
all of the crushers for the balance of the year, 
probably more than they can look after readily.

There were plenty of opera- 
tors who were willing to concede that the bet- 
ter exchange situation promised a revival of 
trading, but they were not ready to come in 
as yet and stocks have been piling in here 
faster than the shipments to the East have 
moved out.

COPRA.—Lack of buying interest was the 
rule on this offering all through the week, and 
dealers were quite satisfied to leave the former 
prices of 10c. on spot stock in sellers’ carriers 
and 9'%4c on c. i. f. lots unchanged. The ship- 
ping point advices indicated that European 
buyers are beginning to again manifest inter- 
est in this offering, and the possibility of 
heavier trading was the topic of much con- 
versation. 

PEANUT OIL.—Peanut oil was one of the 
leading sellers on the local market during the 
week just past, and several holders of stock 
were refusing to sell at the prices which bid- 
ders considered as fair. The close saw holders 
asking 22%@23%c. on spot stock in sellers’ 
tanks, a gain of a quarter cent on the lower 
end of this range, and the c. i. f. market had 
advanced to the flat prices of 21%c. as com- 
pared with 214%@21%c. for the week before.

Cibucao Wood Used for Dye in 
Hongkong 


The business of the import of “cibu- 
cao’’ wood from the Philippines and its 
manufacture into a _ stain or dye in 
Hongkong is in the control of a close 
combination of five Chinese firms in 
Hongkong, of which Yuet Loong Chan 
& Co., Hongkong, is the principal. The 
wood, called “Soo Mook” in Chinese, 
comes almost exclusively from Iloilo and 
vicinity in the Philippines. It is a red, 
fairly soft wood, and is cut and cured in 
short lengths and imported in bundles. 
It is bought and sold by the picul 
(133% pounds), its price in Hongkong 
at the present time being about $2.10 
local currency, or substantially the same 
in gold, per picul. The stain or dye 
manufactured from the wood is a red 
ink or paste used largely by the Chinese 
for inking the small ‘‘chops’” or seals 
employed by them as the means of 
affixing their signatures to written in- 
struments of a formal nature. 





Trinidad Coconut Oil Factories and 
Their Producton 


There are six factories in Trinidad, B. 
W. L, making coconut oil, the three most 
important being in the Mayaro coconut 
district on the east coast of Trinidad, 
which produce together about 100,000 gal- 
lons of oil per year. Of the three other 
factories, one in Port of Spain produced 
in 1918 about 25,000 gallons, one in the 
Montserrat coconut district (in the south- 
ern part of the island) about 16,000 gal- 
lons, and one in the Cedros district (in 
the southwestern part of the island( about 
250 gallons. The local government estab- 
lishes a maximum price at which coconut 
oil and meal may be sold. In Novem- 
ber, 1919, these prices were $1.60 per gal- 
lon for the oil, and not over $0.025 per 
pound for the meal.

Consequently, when the 
outbreak of the war interfered with its usual 
supply, a serious shortage of chemicals oc- 
curred, and as early as November, 1915, six 
months after Italy’s entrance into the war, 
the Italian Minister of Industry, Commerce, 









and Labor called a conference to discuss ways 
and means of overcoming this deficiency. In 
June, 1916, a permanent Committee for the 
Chemical Industry was appointed, which has 
been making a thorough study of the situation 
and compiling data regarding Italy's produc 
tion, exportation, and importation of chemicals. 
From the first report of this committee, which 
has just been published, have been taken most 


of the figures which are given below. While 
in some instances these figures are only ap- 
they indicate the progress which 


proximate, t B : 
has been made by the Italian chemical indus- 


try and the degree to which Italy has been 
able to free itself from its former dependence 
upon foreign sources of supply. (Where the 
unit ‘‘ton’’ is used in this article, it must be 
understood to refer to the metric ton of 2,204 
pounds.) 


Acids Production Increased 


The principal demand made by the war upon 
the chemical industry in all belligerent coun 
tries was for enormously increased supplies of 
explosives, which necessarily carried with it a 
demand for nitric acid. Imports of Chilean 
nitrates were largely increased, and Italy’s 
production of nitric acid rose from 12,531 tons 
in.1914 to about 85,800 tons in 1918. Of this 
last amount, about 50,000 tons were consumed 
directly in the manufacture of explosives. The 
importation of nitric acid before the war aver- 
aged only about 600 tons per annum, being 
a small fraction of the total quantity con- 
sumed; for the future, Italy will be amply 
equipped to supply its own needs 

In the case of sulphuric acid of all grades, 
production increased from 678,390 tons in 1914, 
to 835,440 tons in 1918. Imports before the 
war were negligible, while in 1916 and 1917 a 
small surplus was available for export, reach- 
ing 40,000 tons in the latter year. As a result 
of the enormous consumption of sulphuric acid 
in the manufacture of explosives, the chemicals 
fertilizer industry suffered severely. The re- 
duction of more than 50 per cent. in imports 
of phosphates also contributed to this result, 
and Italy’s production of superphosphates fell 
from an average of 77,250 tons per month in 
1914-15, to 44,450 tons in 1918 


Organic Acids and Tanning Extracts 
Turning to the organic acids, a large in- 
crease is found in the production of citric acid, 
which has long been an important article of 
export from Italy. In 1914 the quantity pro- 
duced was in the neighborhood of 900 tons; 
in 1918 the amount was approximately doubled. 
Exports show a proportionally smaller increase 
—from 598 tons in 1914 to 733 tons in 1918. 
The production of crude citrate of lime dur- 
ing the war, according to figures supplied by 
the Camera Agrumaria of Messina, grew from 
6,687 tons in 1913-14 to 9,087 tons in 1917-18, 
while exports, which had previously been 
maintained, fell to 3,735 tons in 1918. 

Tartaric acid is another product of which 
Italy is normally able to maintain large ex- 
ports. In spite of a productive capacity of 350 
tons per month, actual production diminished 
from 1,860 tons in 1914 to 1,368 tons in 1918, 
while exports fell from 2,962 tons to 1,917 dur- 
ing the same period. The fact that the quan- 
tity exported exceeded the total production is 
probably accounted for by the existence of ac- 
cumulated stocks. Of cream of tartar, for the 
most part refined, production reached 115 tons 
per month in 1918, while the capacity of exist- 
ing plants is nearly double this amount. Im- 
ports, which were 600 tons in 1914, increased 
ma tons in 1915, and fell to 604 tons in 
A notable increase has taken place in Italy's 
Production of tanning extracts, which before 
the war averaged 850 tons per month. This 
quantity has been augmented to 1,950 tons, 
and the total capacity of Italian plants is now 
estimated at 2,700 tons per month. Imports of 
pure tannic acid, which were small at best, 
were further reduced during the war, while the 
qiantity of impure tannic acid imported, for 
i € most part quebracho, rose from 6,066 tons 
D 1914 to 15,224 tons in 1918. 


Ammonia and Coal-Tar Products

The serious shortage of coal in Italy (imports 
during the war having been reduced nearly 50 
per cent.), interfered greatly with the opera- 
tions of the gas plants. In 1918, sixty-seven 
gas plants were shut down on this account, 
and many others were obliged to employ wood, 
lignite, and other fuels badly adapted for dis- 
tillation. The monthly output of coal tar in 
1918 was 4,139 tons. Before the war there was 
not a single gas plant in Italy provided with 
equipment for the recovery of crude benzol 
However, by 1918 a production of 382 tons per 
month had been attained, all of which was 
concentrated under the direction of the military 
authorities, by the Societa di Lavorazione di 
Carboni Fossili e Loro Scottoprodotti, for the 
separation of the benzol, toluol, and xylol. 


Coal-Tar Oils, Anilin Derivatives 


The production of coal-tar oils shows a de- 
crease in the case of light oils, and remains 
Stationary in the case of mediym and heavy 
oils. The figures are as follows:—Light oils 
1914, 564 tons; 1918, 480. Medium oils—1914, 
2,004 tons; 1918, 2,040. Heavy oils—1914, 3,960 
tons; 1918, 3,960. In order to meet the demands 


of the war, imports of benzol, toluol, and 
xylol, which amounted to 512 tons in 1914, 


reached 4,675 tons in 1918. 


In the case of naphthalene, the 348 tons pro- 
duced in 1914 yielded a small surplus over con- 
sumption for export. Although production had 
increased in 1918 to about 732 tons, this quan- 
tity was quite insufficient, and in that year 
imports reached 3,218 tons. 


Neither anilin nor its derivatives were man- 
ufactured in Italy before the war. Imports of 


anilin and its salts amounted to 612 tons in 
1913 and 532 tons in i914. The manufacture 


of these products has now been undertaken in 
Italy on a small scale, yielding in 1918 1,080 
tons of anilin, 180 tons of hydrochlorate of 
anilin, and thirty-six tons of paranitro anilin 
The existing plants would be capable of dou- 
bling these quantities. In 1918 imports had 
fallen to 174 tons, 


Artificial Dyestuffs Industry 


With regard to artificial dyestuffs, Italy was 
almost entirely dependent upon imports, its 
domestic production amounting to only about 
forty-eight tons per annum, of which one-half 
was represented by sulphur colors. Imports of 








dry, coal-tar colors amounted to 5,655 tons in 
1913, and 5,021 tons in 1914. By 1918, local 
manufacturerers were able to produce about 


2,000 tons, still for the most part sulphur col- 
ors, although, especially in this year, the man- 
ufacture of the following colors was begun:— 
Direct yellow, diamin yellow, acid yellow 
chrome G, acid yellow brilliant 3 G, acid yel- 
low G R, alizarin yellow, direct orange 2 R. 
orange II, orange 4, saffron, chrisamin, orsel- 
lin, Bordeaux B, direct Bordeaux V B, acid 
scarlet, acid fuchsia, Congo red, solid red, 
purple B R, direct light blue, direct blue, di 
rect violet, acid blue, methylene blue, naphthol 
green, direct green, direct brown, acid brown, 
acid black, direct black for cotton, wool black, 
nigrosin, and a few others. 

In 1918 imports of dry coal-tar colors were 
only 1,500 tons, less than one-third of the 
quantity imported before the war, to which 
must be added 169 tons of indigo (99 tons 
synthetic). Indigo is not produced in Italy, 
and imports in 1913 were 668 tons, of which 
611 tons were synthetic. 


The Italian artificial dyestuffs industry has 
made little progress, and even if it is afforded 
a strong measure of tariff protection, there is 
little reason to expect rapid development in 


this line. Italy will continue to derive the 
bulk of its supplies from abroad, as before 
the war. 


Production of Electrolytic Soda 


With regard to the production of soda com- 
pounds, Italy has always been weak and im- 
ports have been large. In the year preceding 
the war, imports of carbonate of soda averaged 
about 50,000 tons per annum, which repre- 
sented the entire consumption, since there was 
and is still no local production. During 1917 
and 1918 there was a considerable reduction 
in imports, which reached only 22,651 tons in 
the latter year; but this came about as a re- 
sult of war condition, and purchases will no 
doubt be increased to a point sufficient to sat- 
isfy the normal demand. 


Impure caustic soda is another article of im- 
portance in Italy’s import trade. In 1913 
16,273 tons were purchased abroad, while the 
local production amounted to only 3,292 tons 
in concentrated form (soda caustica fusa) and 
7,661 tons in solution, probably at 30 per cent. 
In 1915 imports of impure caustic soda reached 
21,479 tons (which was the maximum) and 
declined to 15,217 tons in 1918. During the war 
local production was largely increased and in 
1918 amounted to 1,150 tons per month of con- 
centrated and 2,360 tons of 30 per cent. solu- 
tion. With the passing of the demand for 
caustic soda for war purposes it appears that 
the production of the new Italian factories will 
be sufficient to permit a further reduction in 
imports. 

There has been a large increase in the pro- 
duction of electrolytic soda in Italy, such 
plants now having a capacity of about 2,000 
tons per month. This increase carried with it 
an increase in the production of chlorin, which 
was largely utilized for war purposes. An 
unusual increase in production appears in the 
case of chlorate of sodium, which from an 
average of 16 tons per month in 1914 rose to 
670 tons per month in 1918. This increase is 
accounted for by the large demands for this 
product for war purposes. 


Acetate of Lime, Methyl Alcohol, 


Acetone 


The manufacture of products obtained from 
the distillation of wood had been developed in 
Italy to a very slight extent before the war 
broke out. Practically the entire production of 
acetate of lime and of methy! alcohol (55 tons 
and 6.5 tons per month, respectively) was pro- 
duced by the Societa Anonima Acetati e De- 
rivati of Turin. Imports of the former, which 
were 2,326 tons in 1913, came almost entirely 
from the United States, which supplied 2,308 
tons. 

The domestic production of acetate of lime 
was maintained during the war, and in 1918 
imports fell to 847 tons. This reduction is 
partly accounted for by the large imports made 
in the previous year, which reached 2,891 tons. 

In the case of acetone an increase is shown 
in production, which from 22 tons per month 
before the war reached 88 tons per month in 
1918. This figure is insignificant, however, 
when compared with Italy’s imports, which 
from 891 hectoliters in 1913 grew to 26,584 


hectoliters (about 2,128 tons). The United 
States furnished practically the entire amount. 


Production of Rosin and Turpentine 


Italy’s production of rosin and turpentine is 
quite insufficient to its needs Of resin th 
production of 30 tons per month before the war 


had fallen to 20 tons in 1918, while in the case 
of turpentine the figures are 6 and 5 tons, 
respectively Imports, on the other hand, 


amounted to 14,958 tons of rosin and 2,854 tons 
of turpentine in 1914 and to 10,553 tons and 
2,196 tons, respectively, in 1918 

The manufacture of wood pulp, especially 
mechanical pulp, grew rapidly during the war 
From 100 ons per month in 1914 a production 
of 650 tons per month was maintained For 
cellulose, however, Italy is dependent upon 
imports Purchases abroad in 1913 were 86,102 
tons, but in 1918 the quantity imported reached 
only 17,499 tons. This latter figure, however, 
does not represent the needs of the country, 
but resulted from lack of transportation facili- 
ties and other difficulties connected with the 


war. 
Neutral Fats .Requisitioned 


The necessity for obtaining the largest quan- 
tities of glycerin possible for war purposes 
made necessary the requisitioning by the 
Italian Government of the domestic production 
of neutral fats, which had a vere effect upon 
the industry. While a considerable number of 
plants exist for the manufacture of glycerin 
there was a severe shortage of raw materials 
during the war The importation of animal 
fats, which amounted to 24,901 tons in 1913, 
was reduced to 13,705 tons in 1918 Many 
plants were unable to operate to capacity 
owing to the lack of raw material. The pro- 
duction of crude glycerin fell from 222 tons in 


1914 to 150 tons in 1918 In order to supply 
the deficiency as compared with the demand 
created by the manufacture of explosives im- 
ports of glycerin amounted to 6,827 tons in 


1918, while before the war about 500 tons were 
exported. 





Imports of oleic acid fell from 3,561 tons in 
1913 to 1,176 in 1918, and of stearic acid from 
920 tons in 1913 to 1 tons during the same 
period In the case of giue and gelatin do- 
mestic production was also reduced, although 
to a less degree. In 1913 production was ap- 
proximately 400 tons per month, but in 1918 
only 340 were produced. In spite of this fact 
imports of glue fell from 1,700 tons in 1913 to 
81 tons in 1918, while exports rose from 1,105 
tons to 2.913 tons in 1916, dropping to 1,540 


tons in 1918. 


Starches and Dextrin, Vegetable Oils 


Again, in the case of starch, Italy suffered 
from a shortage of raw materials, and during 
the war the output was reduced from the nor- 
mal quantity of 420 tons monthly to 234 tons 
in 1918 In 1913 imports of starch were 3,872 
tons, but had fallen to 900 tons in 1918 

The production of dextrin was also affected, 
and fell from 250 tons per month in 1914 to 85 
tons in 1918. This was largely due to the small 
imports of sago. As a matter of fact imports 
of sago, arrowroot, etc., fell from 5,400 tons in 
1914 to 2,210 tons in 1918, and of fecula from 
14,253 to only 2,196 in 1918. 

In spite of being one of the principal olive 
oil producing countries Italy is a large im- 
porter of other vegetable oils. From 5,403 tons 
in 1913 imports of palm oil rose to 13,259 tons 
in 1917, but fell again to 5,353 tons in 1918. 
On the other hand, imports of coconut oil fell 
from 3.993 tons in 1913 to 1,807 tons in 1918. 


With regard to seed oils, during the fiscal 
year from July 1, 1917, to June 30, 1918, 61,136 
tons of seeds were crushed, which yielded 14,- 
517 tons of oil. The principal seeds employed 
were as follows:—Linseed, 16,445 tons; sesame, 
7,663; grape seeds, 11,280; castor beans, 6,114; 
grains, 13,072; colza (rape seed), 2,419. 

The capacity of the existing plants is about 
3,600 tons per month, and as the shortage of 
olive oil is acute a considerably increased pro- 
duction of seed oils in Italy may be expected. 

Before the war Italy had a small surplus of 
castor oil for export, which in 1913 amounted 
to 519 tons. However, the great need for this 
oil which arose during the war in connection 
with the development of aviation made it nec- 
essary for Italy to import 2,225 tons in 1918 
The importation of linseed both raw and 











oil, 
cooked, rose from 446 tons in 1913 to 2,474 tons 
in 1917, and was reduced to 1,265 tons in 1918. 


Production of Chemicals 


Italy uses large quantities of copper sulphate 
in its vineyards, and was before the war a 
large importer of this product. In 1912 im 
ports were 36,567 tons and in 1914 21,905 tons. 
The local production, however, has been very 


largely increased, and Italy will probably be 
comparatively independent of imports in the 
future. In 1914 the monthly production was 


about 6,500 tons. This figure had increased 
to 8,400 tons per month in 1918, and the ca- 
pacity of the existing plants equaled 11,600 
tons monthly. In 1918 imports amounted only 
to 22 tons, and 32 tons were exported.

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AGRICULTURE 
BILL REPORTED 


Senate Committee Recommends 
Increases in Many Bureau 
of Chemistry Items 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 

The agricultural appropriation bill has 
been reported favorably from the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture and Forestry 
with many changes in provisions of in- 
terest to Reporter industries Among 
them is a reduction of $20,000 in the 
amount carried for drug, spice, poison 
and oil-producing plants and by-products, 















the amount as it now stands being $39,- 
820. 

The committee recommends an_ in- 
crease from $173,000 to $223,000 in the 
appropriation for investigating methods 
of wood distillation, preservative treat- 
ment of timber, ete, 

With reference to the item under the 
Bureau of Chemistry for investigations 
in agricultural chemistry, the report of 
the committee says:— 

This item in the pending bill represents a 
combination of three existing items:—(1) the 
application of chemistry to agriculture, (2) 
the biological investigation of food and drug 
products, and (3) the study and improv@tment 
of methods of utilizing by-products of citrus 
fruits. The committee has increased the coni- 
bined item by $4,000, which will provide the 
same amount that is available during the cur- 
rent year. This sum will enable the Bureau 
of Chemistry to continue important imvestiga- 
tions of the feeding value of corn and other 
grains and certain by-products, such as pea- 
nut press cake, copra press cake, and soy bean 
cakt which may supplement the grains 

for enforcement of the food and 
act, the report says: 

There is an increase in this item of $50,000 
over the House bill and of $20,000 over the 
1920 act, taking into consideration transfers 
to the statutory roll. In the opinion of the 
committee this sum is required for the effec- 
tive enforcement of the food and 4d act 

The amount now proposed is $629,361, 

The report also contains an increase 
over the House bill of $5,000 for insecti- 
cide and fungicide investigations, which 
will provide the same amount that is 
available during the current year. This 
sum is required for the continued pros- 
ecution of the investigations looking to 
the improvement of insecticides and 
fungicides and the development of new 
materials for use in their preparation. 


The total now stands at $25,000. 
There is also an increase of $3,000 over 











the House bill which will be used for 
continuing the prosecution of studies 
looking to the development of better 
methods of utilizing wool-scouring 
wastes. The amount stands at $9,000. 

An increase of $2,500 will be used for 

investigations relative to the inorganic 
composition of soils and studies of the 
liming of soils. The total is now $25,- 
610.

WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


The Director of Sales, War Department, 
announces that the Ordnance Salvage 
Board has sold to H. C. Couch, president 
of the Arkansas Light and Power Co. 
representing a group of business men of 
Little Rock, Ark., the acid manufactur- 
ing plant near Little Rock which was con- 
structed by the Ordnance Department 
during the war for the production of 
picric acid. The price obtained by the 
government for the property was $770,000. 
The purchasers were the highest of five 
bidders who submitted proposals fer the 
property. 

The property disposed of consists of a 
building site of approximately 400 acres, 
the buildings which constituted the acid 
manufacturing units, a number of sub- 
sidiary buildings and housing facilities. 
The acid manufacturing plant at the 
signing of the armistice was 90 per cent. 





Just prior 
to the sale of the property acquired by 
Mr. Couch and_ his associates, the Ord- 


nance Salvage Board sold to the Arkan- 
sas Light and Power Co. the power plant 
connected with the acid manufacturing 
plant for $235,000. Sales of materials 
located at the plant and transfers made 
to government arsenals make the total 
reeovery effected by the Government on 
this property approumately $1,500,000. 

The site on which the acid manufactur- 
ing plant was erected was donated by 
the Chamber of Commerce of Little Rock. 
The purehasers of the property propose 
to develop it as an industrial center.

Foreign Commerce Association Draws Up Uniform Contract and 
Rules Covering Sales of Imported Commodities Ex Dock, 


Ex Warehouse or F. O. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 15, 1920. 

The rules and regulations recently 
promulgated by the Foreign Commerce 
Association of the Pacific coast governing 
imported commodities for sales ex docks, 
ex warehouses or f. o. b. cars Pacific 
coast, are meeting with general favor in 
the East. Members of the association in 
this city have been notified by at least 
five of the great New York importers 
that they have decided to be governed by 
these rules rather than by those of the 
New York Produce Exchange. 

The association, gratified by the recep- 
tion accorded its rules, now feels confi- 
dent that they will form the basis for 
future trading, particularly in vegetable 
oils. A uniform sales contract has been 
prepared and adopted by the association, 
which recommends it to the trade at large. 
There has also been collated the customs 
of the trade, and rules for guidance have 
been published in a form convenient for 
ready reference. The association has 
committed itself to the principle of arbi- 
tration. Following are the rules applying 
to vegetable oils (rules Nos. 318 to 322, 
inclusive, are not to be effective until July 


i, 1920, unless ___ specifically agreed 
upon) :— 
Rule 300. Fatty Acid Figured as Oleic 


Free fatty acid shall be figured as oleic. 


Rule 301. Castor Oil, Refined—Shall be ob- 
tained by pressure and not extraction. Free 
fatty acids shall not exceed 7 per cent. nor 
moisture and impurities % per cent., and 
shall not contain admixture or adulteration 
with other oil in excess of 5 per cent. If free 
fatty acids, moisture and impurities exceed 
above limits, or if adulteration is present to 
extent not greater than 5 per cent., oil shall 


not be rejected, but shall be accepted with an 
allowance of % per cent. of the price for each 
1 per cent. adulteration and with an allow- 
ance of 1 per cent. of the price for each 1 per 
cent. of free fatty acids in excess of 7 per 
cent., fractions in proportion; also an allow- 
ance of 1 per cent. of the price shall be made 
for each 1 per cent. of moisture and insoluble 
impurities, fractions in proportion. 


Rule 302. Castor Oil, Refined, Not Over 4 
Per Cent. F. F. A.—Shall be obtained by pres- 
sure and not extraction, and free fatty acids 


shall not exceed 4 per cent., nor moisture and 
impurities 144 per cent.; shall be yellow in color 
and bright and clear in appearance; shall be 
free from admixture and adulteration with 
other oils. Provided such admixture or adul- 
teration of other oils be not in excess of 2 per 
cent., the oil may not be rejected but shall be 
reduced in price at the rate of % per cent. of 
the price for each 1 per cent. adulteration, 
fractions in proportion. Oil not meeting with 
above specifications may be rejected. 

Rule 303. China Wood Oil.—On arrival at 
Pacific coast port of entry, or at destination, 
seller’s option. seller shall have samples drawn 
and tests made by an analytical chemist com- 
petent to sample and test this kind of oil, 
samples representing at least 10 per cent. of 
the bulk, to be drawn under chemist’s super- 
vision. If this report is disputed by buyer a 
second sample must be drawn and test made 
by an analytical chemist named by buyer. If 
this report shows a result different from the 
first, a third sample and test must be made 
by an analytical chemist agreed upon by the 
buyer and seller, and this third ‘report shall be 
final. If the first test is disputed by buyer and 
final decision is in favor of seller, then charges 
for storage, interest, cost of analyzing and 
sampling and other expenses so incurred are 
for account of buyer. 

Rule 304. .Chinese Vegetable Tallow.—Titre 
shall not be under 51 degrees centigrade. 
Should tallow tendered be lower in titre, seller 
shall make allowance to buyer at the rate of 
2-10 per cent. of contract price for every 1-10 
degree below titre stipulated. Should moisture 
and impurities exceed 1 per cent., buyer shall 


receive 1 per cent. of the contract price for 
each 1 per cent. excess, fractions in propor 
tion. Unless otherwise specified, Chinese veg- 


etable tallow is understood to be packed in 


matted packages. 


Rule 305. Coconut Oil Basis 5 Per Cent. Free 
Fatty Acid, Maximum 7 Per Cent. Free Fatty 
Acid—Shall be fair average quality of thr

Rule 308. Oriental Crude or Refined Cotton- 
seed Oil—Shall be sold on sample or guarantee 
with designation of country of origin. 

Peanut Oil, F. A. Q., Crude—Shall 
be filtered or well settled and be obtained by 
pressure, not extraction. Free fatty acid shall 
not exceed 2 per cent., nor moisture and im- 
purities % per cent., provided that any oil test- 
ing more than 2 per cent. free fatty acid but 
which does not exceed 5 per cent. free fatty 
acid and is merchantable shall not be rejected, 
but shall be reduced in price on the basis of 
1% per cent. of the invoice cost for each 1 
per cent. acidity in excess of 2 per cent., 
fractions in proportion. 

Rule 310. Peanut Otl Crude, Guaranteed Not 
Over 2 Per Cent. Free Fatty Acid.—Shall be 
filtered or well settled and be obtained by 
pressure, not extraction. Free fatty acid shall 
not exceed 2 per cent. nor moisture and im- 
purities % per cent., and oll not within these 
specifications may be rejected. 

Rule 311. Off Grade Peanut Oil.—Pressed 
peanut oil which does not grade ‘“‘fair average 
quality’’ nor ‘“‘guaranteed not over 2 per cent. 
free fatty acid’’ shall be sold as off grade 
peanut oil on certificate of analysis and/or 


sample. 

Rule $12. Perilla Oil, F. A. Q.—Country of 
origin shall be named in contract. Oil shall 
be pure and filtered or settled. Should mois- 
ture and impurities exceed % per cent., buyer 
shall receive an allowance of 1 per cent. of 
the contract price for each 1 per cent. excess, 
fractions in proportion.

but oil is merchantable, buyer shall not reject, 
but shall receive an allowance of % per cent.

Rule 317. Sesame Oil, Guaranteed Not Over 
3 Per cent. F. F. A.—Contract shall specify 
whether hot or cold pressed. Moisture and 
impurities shall not exceed % per cent. and 
not over 3 per cent. free fatty acid. Oil which 
does not comply with this specification may be 
rejected. 

Rule 318. Soya Bean Oil, F. A. Q. Crude.— 
Shall be obtained by pressure and not extrac- 


tion, and shall not contain more than one- 
half of 1 per cent. moisture and impurities, 
refining loss to be determined with the use 


of caustic soda by methods provided for in 
rule No. 251, and not to exceed 7 per cent., 
with a color reading not deeper than 35 yellow 
and 11 red. Any oil failing to so qualify shal! 
not be rejected, but buyer shall be entitled 
to an allowance of 1 per cent. of the invoice 
cost for each 1 per cent. of the refining loss in 
excess of 7 per cent., fractions in proportion:

Rule 320. Soya Bean Oil, Prime Crude.— 


Shall be obtained by pressure, not extraction, 
and shall be free from moisture and impurities, 
refining to a color not deeper than 35 yellow 
and 9 red, refining loss not to exceed 5 per 
cent. with use of caustic soda as per rule 
No. 251. <Any oil refining with a greater loss 
than 5 per cent. shall not be rejected, but 
shall be reduced in price in accordance with 
rule No. 318. 

Rule 321. Off Grade Soya Bean Oil.—Pressed 
oil which does not grade “‘fair average quality 
crude,’ ‘‘guaranteed not over 2 per cent. free 
shall be 


fatty acid crude’’ or ‘‘prime crude’’ 
sold as ‘‘off grade’’ on certificate of analysis 
and/or sample. 


Rule 322. Extracted Soya Bean Oil.—Shall 
be fair average quality obtained by extraction, 
free fatty acid not to exceed 2 per cent., nor 
impurities and volatile matter shall not exceed 
1 per cent. When oil is offered on sample, 
seller not responsible for delivery of oil_con 
forming to same heat test as sample. Buyer 
shall receive an allowance of % per cent. of 
the invoice cost for each 1 per cent. of acidity 
(fractions in proportion) in excess of 2 per 
cent. up to a limit of 5 per cent., beyond which 
the buyer shall have the option of rejection.

This is considerably 
less than the normal output, which is 
due to the fact that fewer companies 
were actively engaged in whaling opera- 


tions. and, further, because a number of 
whaling boats were used for carrying 
freight during 1919. During the whole 


period of the war this industry was se- 
riously handicapped.

Uses made of Spanish oil-yielding materials 
locally other than for sale to the oil mills are 
numerous. Part of the olives is pressed for 
oil and part is cured in brine for human food. 
Linseed oi] is used medicinally and indus- 
trially, oil of sweet almonds is extracted for 
medicinal purposes and for use in making cold 
cream, while oil of bitter almonds is employed 
for almond soap and powder. Much soap is 
also made of the oil from the last pressing of 
the olives, and this oil is the kind generally in 
use here for domestic and industrial purposes. 
Peanuts are roasted and sold for human con- 
sumption, as are hazelnuts and walnuts. The 
oils of peach and apricot seeds are used in 
pharmaceutical products. A considerable quan- 
tity of almonds and hazelnuts is devoted to the 
manufacture of sweets and pastries. 

There are about 600 olive oil factories, mills 
and presses in Catalonia, as listed by the 
Camara Oficial de Industria de Barcelona. 

The methods used by producers and middle- 
men for marketing products have varied be- 
cause of the necessity of securing export per- 
mits, which are only granted when the appli- 
cant has fulfilled the requirements of the law. 
In the case of olive oil a prescribed quantity 
must be retained for domestic consumption.

The general effect of the war on the olive- 
oil industry has been a reorganization of its 
commercial system. The government control 
of exportation required the registration of all 
marks, fixed the selling price and prescribed 
the kind of containers. In September, 1917, all 
export of oil from Spain was stopped, and this 
embargo was in force until the opening of the 
year 1918. The oil interests of the country con- 
sidered the embargo harmful to the foothold 
they had been able to secure in foreign mar- 
kets, and, on the other hand, it was contended 
that the export tended to raise the price of this 
much-needed commodity in Spain. Finally, in 
April, 1918, qualified exporters, who during the 
years 1912-1916 had exported olive oil to the 
Americas, were permitted to resume exporta- 
tion in quantities not to exceed the annual 
aor shipped to each country during that 
period, 

The numerous restrictions visibly reduced the 
export of Spanish olive oil, which was further 
affected by the prohibition of its importation 
into the United States. In August, 1918, a 
royal order authorized, in addition to the spe- 
cial permits previousy granted, the exportation, 
until the end of 1918, of 20,000 tons of olive oil, 
one-half of which should be allotted to North 
and South America. 

The numerous government measures relating 
to olive oil have been chiefly connected with its 
export, but they have resulted in a certain co- 
ordination in the industry which may lead to 
changes. Formerly Spanish olive oil was not 
well known, the bulk of the export having been 
sent to France and Italy and re-exported under 
other names. Exported as a Spanish product 
on its own merits the demand has surpassed 
the surplus production remaining after meeting 
domestic requirements. While this was partly 
owing, no doubt, to the war, the increased 
sales of this oil abroad are not likely to be 
entirely discontinued 

The oil mills get all their olives from Spain, 
80 per cent. of whose production come from 
Andalusia. The average prices paid by the 
crushers for the olives delivered at the mills 
were $2.41 per bushel in 1913 and $5.40 in 1918 
The total annual production of oil in the years 
1913 to 1918, inclusive, was as follows:—1913, 
37,514,000 gallons; 1914, 24,456,400: 1915, 22,- 
805,700; 1916, 18,553,900; 1917, 43,595,500; 1918, 
21,367,900. 

The olive cake, after pressing, is treated with 
carbon disulphide, and the green sulphur oil 
extracted for use in soap making. One ton of 
olives yields from 175 to 200 pounds of olive 
a according to the quality of the raw mate- 
rial. 

Spain’s requirements of edible olive oil are 
at the outside estimate 10,000,000 kilos per 
year (kilo equals 2.2 pounds). ‘There is only a 
relatively small proportion of oil cake used in 
Spain; this for fodder. The balance is chem- 
ically treated for the extraction of green sul- 
ae oil. The residue is utilized as fuel in the 
mills.

The war had the effect of bringing the Span- 
ish producers into notice, as exports from 
France and Italy were restricted. This be- 
came true to such an extent that the efforts 
of the Spanish exporters were overreaching in 
their effect and threatened a shortage in Spain, 
where olive oil is an article of absolute neces- 
sity. As a result of this exports were pro- 
hibited during 1918, but permitted in 1919 
under limitations imposed by the Spanish royal 
decree of January 17, 1919. 

Favorable legislation will stimulate orchard 
owners to cultivate more intensively, but pro- 
duction is already at such an efficient point 
that a 20 per cent. increase is about all that 
can be reasonably expected within the next 
five years. 





Copra Exports from Samoa Now 
Chiefly to United States 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


The value of exports of copra (dried 
coconut meat) from Samoa to. the 
United States from 1914 to November, 
1919, was as follows:—1914, $97,829; 


1915, $580,428; 1916, $673,448; 1917, 
$1,158,385; 1918, $1,132,953; 1919 (to 
November), $2,027,253. The cost of 
transporting the copra from outside dis- 
tricts to Apia is from $2.50 to $4.25 per 
1,000 pounds. 

The average price paid for copra in 
1913 was 2%c. per pound. In 1918 it 
rose to 4%c., and by November, 1919, 
it had risen in some instances to Tc., 
on account of the great demand due to 
the high prices paid for the product in 
San Francisco. 

There are no mills for oil extraction 
in the Samoan Islands. Aside from the 
small amount used by natives for mak- 
ing for their own use, the copra is 
exported. The effect of the war on the 
copra output in Samoa has been to 
divert almost the entire export to the 
United States, the European market be- 
ing practically closed. 


Olive Oil Export Duty Raised by 
Tuinis Under Decree Effective 


January | 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 

According to the British Board of Trade 
Journal of February 5, a decree of De- 
cember 20, 1919, provides that from Jan- 
nary 1, 1920, the export duty on olive 
oil in Tunis shall be raised from 17.50 
francs to 9.50 frances per 100 kilograms, 
and shall be collected uniformly at this 
rate whatever the origin of the oil, and 
at whatever point on the frontier the ex- 
port is effected. From the same date the 
export duty on olive oil residues was 
raised from 1.50 francs to 2.60 francs per 
100 kilograms. Franc equals $0.193, nor- 
mal value; kilogram, 2.2 pounds.

INSECTICIDE LAW 


Proposed in New York Called to At- 
tention of Members of Manufac- 


turers’ Association 


BOSTON, March 19, 1920. 


In a report recently issued the Insect- 
icide and Disinfectant Manufacturers’

Labeling of Packages.—No per- 
son, firm, association or corporation shall here- 
after sell, offer or expose for sale in this State 
any insecticide or fungicide unless the same is 
labeled or branded with the name and address 
of the manufacturer thereof and a statement 
of the ingredients contained therein and the 
percentage of such ingredients.

WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


Bids for furnishing the government de- 
partments in Washington with drugs, 
medicines, chemicals, etc., during the fiscal 
year 1921, were opened March 11 by the 
General Supply Committee of the Treas- 
ury Department. Bids on various other 
supplies were received at the same time, 
the total number being nearly 6500. 
This is said to be considerably less than 
the total number of offers received last 
year, due, no doubt, to the general unset- 
tled conditions now prevailing in all 
branches of the nation’s industry. 

The process of sorting the bids into 
classes has started and is expected to 
take several days, therefore no detail and

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BENZOIC ACID 


Or Benzoates in the Preparation of 
Foods Declared Unlawful in 
New Jersey Bill 


A supplement to an act entitled ‘An 
act to secure the purity of foods, bever- 
ages, confectionery, condiments, drugs 
and medicines, and to prevent deception 
in the distribution and sales thereof (re- 
vision of 1907),” approved May 20, 1907, 
has been introduced in the State Legis- 
lature of New Jersey by Mr. Evans.

moval of said preservative shall be printed on

Chemical Warfare Service Duties to 
Be Included in Amendment 
to Army Bill 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 

During consideration of the Army reor- 
ranizing. bill in the House, Representa- 
tive Dent of Alabama, former chairman 
of the Military Affairs Committee, called 

ttention to the fact that the bill did not 
contain provision prescribing the duties 
of the Chemical Warfare Service. He 
thought that was a weakness of the bill 
and said he would offer an amendment 
to clarify its provisions, There was some 
discussion between him and Representa- 
tives Greene of Vermont and Crago of 
Pennsylvania, tepublican members of 
the committee, in which they took the 
view that the Secretary of War, through 
the Chief of Staff, would prescribe the 
work of the Chemical Warfare Service. 
The bill's provision is that the army shall 
include, among other departments and 
branches :- 

Sec. 12a. Chemical Warfare Service: The 
Chemical Warfare Service shall consist of 1 
chief of the Chemical Warfare Service with 
the rank of brigadier general, 90 officers in 
grades from colonel to second lieutenant, in- 
elusive, and 1,500 enlisted men. 


CANADIAN SALT CO. 


Reports Net Profits for Year Ended 
December 31, 1919, Declined 
Slightly 
CHATHAM, Ont., March 16, 1920. 
Official figures covering the operations 
of the Canadian Salt Co., Litd., of Wind- 
sor, for the past year have been made 
public. In 1919 the company was ham- 
pered to some extent through curtail- 
ment of the supply of hydro-electric 
power and the shortage of fuel result- 
ing from strikes and embargoes in the 
United States. Notwithstanding this the 
gross profits of the year showed a slight 
improvement over 1918, standing at 
against $223,342. Net 
showed a slight de- 
cline at $136,286 compared with $136,- 
565 in 1918. Dividend payments were 
the same, $64.000. From the 1919 earn- 
ings there was also paid income tax for 
1917, amounting to $1,67 The sum of 
$33,335 was reserved for depreciation, 
and $2,300 was written off patent rights. 
After all payments had been met there 
was a balance of $72,286 to be added to 
the surplus, bringing the latter to a _ to- 
tal of $595,858, compared with the bal- 
ance of $523,572 for the previous year. 

President E. G. Henderson. reported 
that the value of the plant had been in- 
creased $39.073 during the year, repre- 
senting a coal handling plant erected at 
Windsor and improvements at the Sand- 
wich and chemical plant. A further 
payment of $10,000 was made on the 
Sandwich property. leaving the balance 
now due at $50,000. The company, he 
added, was obliged to carry large blocks 
of raw materials owing to the difficulty 
of getting reasonable delivery. Plans 
are being made %o increase the capital 
stock from $800,000 to $1,500,000.

Reported Found in Saskatchewan, 
Canada, Estimated at 2,000,000 
Tons, 95 Per Cent. Pure 


CHATHAM, Ont., March 16, 1920. 

It is reported from Calgary, Alberta, 
that an important discovery of sodium 
sulphate has been made near Fusilier, 
Saskatchewan, on the Lacombe-Kerro- 
bert branch of the C. P. R. The de- 
posit is estimated at 2,000.000 tons, and 
is claimed by analysts to be 95 per cent. 
pure in its raw state. The “lake” is 
approximately one mile long and 1,000 
yards wide, and the depth of the de- 
posit ranges from two feet at the edge 
io 11 feet at the center. A pit dug in 
the center of the deposit disclosed that 
a spring carrying a heavy solution of 
sodium sulphate flowed in.

In the crude drug group, weakness 
abroad and desire of foreign merchants 
to convert stocks into badly needed 
eash continued to have a marked effect 
on the spot. In addition to the con- 


tinued operation of well known con- 
ditions abroad, newsS was received of 
shipments leaving Bordeaux for the 
United States. Importers had not reck- 


oned on there being supplies of crudes 
warehoused at Bordeaux and the ad- 
vice was sufficient to at least tturn 
their thoughts seriously on the possi- 
bility of Bordeaux having to unload— 
this in addition to the steady movement 
of stocks in Marseilles, London, Am- 
sterdam, Hamburg, Leghorn and other 
shipping points for foreign botanicals. 

Spot prices on foreign crudes con- 
tinued to slip. With very minor ex- 
ceptions, all price declines came in 
foreign crudes. Prominent among oth- 
ers might be mentioned areca nuts, 
cassia fistula, ergot, buckthorn bark, 
mezereon bark, euphorbia pil, sage, sa- 
yory, althea root, colchicum root, sar- 
saparilla root, rhubarb root, ete. Every 
one of these materials closed lower and 
all tended toward further contractions 
of price. 

On the bull side of the market, do- 
mestic crudes held firm or advanced- 
declines in these materials were few. 
Cramp bark is practically out of spot 
stock, as also is blueflag root. The 
latter was probably the feature of the 
week and scored a sharp advance. All 
advices indicate that deliveries of 
Southern blueflag root will be delayed 
owing to the extremely wet season. 
That from the North will not be on the 
market before August. Thus a strong 
position has been generated. Among 
the foreign crudes which were higher 
at the close were nux vomica, quassia 
chips, buchu leaves, senna pods and 
African ginger root. 

Essential oils were strongly in evi- 
dence during the week. Cables received 
from Italy served to place the Messina 
essences in a position of prominence far 
in advance of any other materials. 
Speculation has been rife abroad and 
has naturally developed on the spot 
owing to the small offerings available 
from the foreign markets. Second 
hands have come into the spot and 
foreign markets, have taken up sup- 
plies of the Messina oils, and brought 
about not only ‘sharply higher prices, 
but also rendered volume of business 
much lower as a natural consequence. 
Consumers for the most part have re- 
fused to pay $9 per pound for sweet 
Italian oil. Of the three—lemon, 
bergamot and orange—the last alone 
appeared to have a basis of actual 
shortage abroad. Lemon and bergamot 
oil have been subjected to speculative 
agitation and gestation which has 
Placed all markets abruptly higher. 
Other essential oils paled into insignifi- 
cance. Linaloe, camphor, terpineol and 
lemongrass oils were higher. Moder- 
ate recessions were noted in anise, bay 
and caraway oils,

DRUGS AND PHARMACEUTI- 
CICAL CHEMICALS 


ACETPHENETIDIN.—Easier on the 
spot as the natural result of a decrease 
in inquiry. Producers have been able 
to improve deliveries, and while not 
yet abreast of the market are still in a 
position to hold the market to $2.25 per 
pound. 

ACETONE.—Likely to advance ac- 
cording to sellers of acetate of lime. 
This movement has been contemplated 
for some time past as stocks of the 
raw material have steadily decreased. 
At the moment 13%@l1l4c. per pound 
is the carlot price, which is likely to 
rule for the next week at least. 

ALCOHOL.—Strong owing to scar- 
city On the spot. Striking longshore- 
men have served to decrease actual 
deliveries on the spot. Further, the 
railroad transportation situation is so 
bad as to reduce supplies of all grades 
materially. The sharp advance came 
in denatured, which was raised 20c. 
per gallon early in the period. Ethyl 
alcohol was also stronger and was in 
part responsible for the advance in de- 
natured. The other feature to the 
movement was the strong position of 
wood alcohol, which is almost unob- 
tainable. However, this is expected to 
be improved shortly, as distillers indi- 
cate resumption of operations with the 
natural increase in the availability of 
the product. Quotations at the close 
of the market were as follows:—Ethyl, 
188 proof, $5.10@5.25 190 proof and 
cologne spirits, $5.15@5.25 per gallon; 
methyl, 95 per cent., $2.35; 97 per cent., 
$2.38; purified, $2.75 per gallon; de- 
natured, 188 proof, $1.02@1.06; 180 
proof, $1.01@1.05; 190 proof, 98¢c.@ 
$1.02 per gallon. 

ANTIMONY.—Needle antimony ad- 
vanced to 13@14c. per pound owing to 
the high price of crude antimony both 
in the prompt and future shipment po- 
sitions. Sellers have been at odds as 
to the spot price on this material for 
some time past. As high as l6c. per 
pound has been quoted of late. 

BAY RUM.—Easier at $3@3.10 per 
gallon for pure goods. Denatured ma- 
terial was quoted up to $3.50 per pound, 
the price depending on the nature of 
the denaturant. 

CORN SYRUP.—Advanced on the 
spot owing to decrease in spot supplies 
and a steady request which has placed 
prompt delivery goods at a premium. 
The new schedule is as follows:— 
42-degree, $5.54@5.83; 43-degree, $5.44 
@5.73 per 100 pounds. The price de- 
pends on packing. 

CITRIC ACID.—Steadily advancing 
on the spot owing to the consistent re- 
quest for prompt delivery material. At 
the close of the trading period small 
lots were available at 15c. per pound. 
Ten kegs would command $1.20 per 
pound. Larger quantities could 
hardly be filled short of $1.25 per 
pound.

Raw materials were some- 
what improved in spot supply and 
this has tended to ease up the situa- 
tion at least temporarily. 
MENTHOL.—Available at the close 
of the week on the basis of $13 per 
pound. Sales of about 15 cases were 
noted during the week and some of 
this was negotiated as low as $12.75 
per pound. Wel! informed factors 
tended toward the belief that sales at 
$12.75 per pound represented an effort 
on the part of certain operators to 
depress the market still further in 
order to cover a short interest: A 
rumor was current to the effect that 
one factor had gone short of menthol 
at $8 per pound and has yet to cover 
on the transaction. It was neither 
confirmed nor denied. Sales to con- 
sumers outside of the city were made 
at as high as $14 per pound, according 
to importers eager to move goods in 
the consuming direction. At the close 
of the week $13 per pound was ap- 
parently minimum and inside. 

METHYL ACETONE.—According to 
the producers of acetate of lime, the 
raw material from which methyl ace- 
tone is made is likely to advance 
shortly—probably within the next ten 
days. In such an event methylacetone 
is likely to be moved forward, as both 
acetate of lime and methyl alcohol will 
stand higher. At the moment car lots 
are quoted at 95c@$1 per gallon. 

MORPHINE.—Although the raw ma- 
terial is weak and shot full of large 
holes, morphine has yet to show any 
outward signs of an inward change, 
which many thing is unquestionably 
going on.

QUICKSILVER.—It is reported that 
an Italian steamship concern has 
placed an embargo on shipments of the 
metal via its lines. How general this 
may become is questionable and is 
rather in line with some other intima- 
tions to the effect that embargoes from 
Italy might be enforced shortly. The 
spot has been steady at $93 per 75- 
pound flask in selling agents’ hands. 
Outsiders quoted up to $98 per flask, 
depending on seller. The market was 
apparently rather firm and steady at 
this range. 

QUININE. — Java _ sulphate was 
quoted on the basis of 80c. per ounce 
on the spot and prominent factors ad- 
mitted that they were able to purchase 
at this price. As a matter of fact, 
purchase of Java sulphate by the 
American manufacturers can be 
worked at better than 75c. per ounce 
at the present time and has been so 
worked, according to reliable informa- 
tion. Sales are said to have been 
made in the open market at 78c. per 
ounce, but at the close of the trading 
period 80@85c. per ounce was appar- 
ently the true market basis. The price 
paid would be entirely subject to 
quantity and seller. The above quo- 
tations were mentioned as prevailing 
subject to prior sale and confirmation. 

SANTONINE.—Practically nothing is 
doing at the moment owing to the 
extortionate price prevailing. The best 
quotation was $140 per pound and 
single pounds alone were available. No 
immediate relief is in sight and noth- 
ing of moment can develop until the 
Russian shipment situation is clarified. 

TERPINHYDRATE.—Raw material 

turpentine—is quoted on the basis of 

2.30 per gallon. This has strengthened 
the spot position of terpinhydrate, 
which, at the close of the trading period, 
is quoted on the basis of $1.03@1.13 
per pound—the inside quotations of the 
two leading producers. One still re- 
tains $1.03 per pound, but the other 
has advanced 10c. per pound. Prob- 
ably the advance will ‘be made 
unanimous, and shortly. 


TARTARIC ACID.—Scarce and tend- 
ing upward, according to both makers 
and second hands. At the moment the 
resale market is commanding as high 
as 85c. per pound and little was avail- 
able at 80c. per pound. Makers con- 
tinue to name 66%c. per pound, but 
admitted that the wind was up and 
something—probably a material ad- 
vance—would shortly be announced. 


THYMOL.—At the recent advance, 
the material was reported steady and 
under steady consuming request. Sell- 
ers named $13.50 per pound. Thymol 
iodide was reported also firm at $14.50 
per pound and rather limited in spot 
supply owing to the curtailed stocks 
of thymol. 

WITCH HAZEL.—Owing to the ad- 
vanced cost of production—due to the 
higher cost of materials entering into 
the preparation of witch hazel extract 
—sellers have advanced the spot price 
to $1.35@1.38 per gallon and reported 
demand good at the new position. 


BOTANICALS 

Price movements were irregular and 
hardly indicative of either bull or bear 
developments. Generally, the market 
was called firm, but spotty as to actual 
movement in either direction. 

ARECA NUTS.—Easier on the spot, 
according to sellers who reflected this 
in reduced quotations available on 
prompt delivery, and in the to-arrive 
position. The close was at 23@25c. 
per pound. 

CASSIA FISTULA.—Sharply _re- 
duced owing to the arrival of liberal 
replacement supplies and a somewhat 
reduced demand as reported by sellers 
on the spot. The new position is 28@ 
30c. per pound. 

ERGOT.—Available on the spot at $5 
per pound and quoted up to $5.50 per 
pound, according to seller and quantity. 
The quantity available at the inside 
position was said to be small and the 
price subject to confirmation and to 
goods being unsold. 

NUX VOMICA.—Sharply advanced 
on the spot and quoted inside at 12@ 
13c. per pound for buttons. Strengthen- 
ing of this market has been steadily 
progressing for some time back. The 
primary markets have been offering 
little of late and such as has been 
offered has been at prices somewhat 
in advance of previous selling views. 
Powdered goods remained at 15@lé6c. 
per pound, but more than likely to ad- 
vance to 16c. per pound inside. Ad- 
vices received from the Calcutta, 
India, market stated that prices are 
high and sales limited. For small 
ready parcels sellers quote Rs. 8 to Rs. 
8-8 per B. md., weight, loose, accord- 
ing to quality for gross buttons. 
Offerings of clean, dry buttons are 
very small, These are wanted for 
America, but owing to the freight and 
exchange positions export sales are re- 
tarded.

FENNEL.— Offers were noted on the 
spot at 12@13c. per pound, although 
the quality of the offering at the in- 
side position was not stated and sellers 
were advised to buy by sample. Up to

FOENUGREEK.—Quoted down to 
3c. per pound, according to seller and 
quantity. The top price noted was 4c. 
per pound asked by a seller long out 
of touch with affairs. Demand is lack- 
ing and practically no business has 
been reported during the _ trading 
period. 

MUSTARD.—For the first time in 
three weeks price declines in European 
mustard seed have been lacking. Ap- 
parently the market steadied at the 
levels prevailing at the close of the 
previous period. Quotations held at 
those levels throughout the week and 
a fair business was reported by im- 
porters and sellers in general. Quota- 
tions were noted at 16%@l17c. per 
pound for English and 16@16%c. per 
pound for both Danish and Dutch yel- 
low seed.

PEPPERS.—aAll peppers in the fu- 
ture positions were reported firmer by 
importers on the spot. Buying by con- 
sumers and dealers on spot was also 
currently reported and thé two ele- 
ments served to strengthen the selling 
views held in this market. Shipments 
from primary market have been light 
up to this time and May-June arrivals 
will likely prove to be comparatively 
small. Holland is a pertinent factor 
in the pepper trade at this time and 
it is understood that Lampong, for in- 
stance, in that market is quoted at 
174%4c. per pound—a price well abreast 
of the present spot position. This is 
cheaper than Java, which is said to be 
quoting as high as 18%c. per pound. 
Most of the weak holders on spot, es- 
pecially as concerns Lampong, have 
been shaken out and importers look 
for a revival of prices and business 
generally. In white peppers the prin- 
cipal item: is the fact that the recent 
weakness reported when sterling was 
so low has about disappeared follow- 
ing the revival of that exchange.

However, if speculation 
again becomes the predominating in- 


fluence in the primary and London 
markets it was thought not improb- 
able that prices would again be 
higher. 

Strange to relate, the advices re- 


ceived from London did not correlate 
with the advances named in Calcutta. 
London quotations for May were said 
to stand at 610s. per hundred weight. 
June was below the 600s. point. It 
was this discrepancy which caused 
importers to go slow in taking on any 
further business. until actual condi- 
tions in Calcutta had been ascertained. 

On the spot, conditions throughout 
the week underwent little change. 
Probably the affair of greatest mo- 
ment has been the difficulty from the 
shipping tie-up, which has confronted 
sellers in this market. The ’longshore- 
men’s strike has hampered deliveries 
to the piers. In one instance a truck 
containing four barrels of bleached 
shellac was in line from 6 A. M. until 
9 P. M., before the freight was re- 
ceived by the transportation company. 
The shipper had been previously in- 
formed that unless his truck was in 
line by 6 A. M. the goods could not 
be accepted that day. This was just 
one of many instances. 

Prices held steady under the ad- 
vance.

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QUICKSILVER IN 
1919 DECREASED 


Output for Year 21,348 Flasks, 
or 11,535 Less Than 1918 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


The production of quicksilver in the 
United States in 1919 was 21,348 flasks, 
according to F. I. Ransome, of the 
United States Geological Survey, Depart- 
ment of the Interior. This was a de- 
crease of 11,535 flasks, or about 35 per 
cent., from the output in 1918. These 
figures may be slightly revised when the 
final returns for the whole year are in. 
The production by quarters, for 1919, ac- 
cording to the latest revised figures, was 
as follows, in 75-pound flasks:—First 
quarter, 6,125; second quarter, 4,059; 
third quarter, 5,413; fourth quarter, 
5,751; total, 21,348. 

The output for the fourth quarter of 
the year shows an increase of 338 flasks, 
or about 6 per cent., over that for the 
third quarter. 

Of the output for the fourth quarter 
4,213 flasks were reported from Califor- 
nia, 1,032 from Texas, 462 from Ne- 
vada, and 44 from Oregon. The propor- 
tion for the entire year was—California, 
14,941 flasks; Texas, 5,183 flasks; Ne- 
vada, 821 flasks; and Oregon, 403 flasks. 
No production was reported from Idaho 
or Arizona. The number of mines re- 
ported as productive during the fourth 
quarter was 18. 

The quicksilver reported on hand at 
the mines or in transit to market at the 
end of the year amounted to about 
4,000 flasks. 

The average monthly prices of quick- 
silver per flask in San Francisco in 1919, 
as quoted in the Mining and Scientific 
Press, were as follows :—

These figures give an average price 
of $90. This price should yield a profit 
to those operators whose mines are 
favorably situated and who have ore that 
averages eight pounds or more of quick- 
silver to the ton. It evidently is not 
enough under present conditions, how- 
ever, to furnish much incentive to the 
working of the lower grades of ore, to 
which many of the mines have been re- 
duced, or to encourage very active search 
for new ore bodies of so capricious a 
mineral commodity as quicksilver. 


Crude Glycerine Imports of Charles 
F. Garrigues Co. 


The Charles F. Garrigues Co., of 54 
Wall street, this city, have made public 
figures covering their imports of foreign 
crude glycerine from Europe since the 
armistice. In addition to these imports 
are lots amounting to 1,500 or 2,000 tons, 
which are held in stock here and in 
South America, 

Originally Messrs. Garrigues bought 
the entire stock of dynamite glycerine 
sold in America by the British Govern- 
ment, namely 2,620 tons. and in addi- 
tion to this 1,000 tons sold in Canada 
by the Imperial Munitions Board. Fol- 
lowing this, three lots of 500 tons each 
were brought in from the other side, all 
of it going to refiners. 

Latterly 5,000 tons have been bought 
by the explosives industry, all of it to 
move forward before the end of April. 


These 5,060 tons are divided up into 
American dynamite, British dynamite 
and English crude, and it is generally 


believed that E. I. DuPont de Nemours 
& Co. are planning to reopen their dyna- 
mite glycerine plant at Repauno, N. J., 
for the purpose of handling these and 
other lots of crude glycerine. 


Attar of Rose Production in Bul- 


garia Gradually Decreasing 
WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 
The average annual production of attar 

of roses in Bulgaria during the period 
from 1900 to 1912 was about 126,800 
ounces, states Consul Graham H. Kem- 
per from Sofia. ‘The production fell to 
85,000 ounces in 1917, 85,000 ounces in 
1918, and 52,000 ounces in 1919, and it 
is predicted that the present year’s yield 
will show a further decrease. 


U. S. Industrial Alcohol Co. Ham- 
pered By Raw Material Scarcity 
Due to Loss of Ships 


BALTIMROE, March 19, 1920. 

The U. 8S. Industria! Alcoho! Co., which 
operates a large plant at Curtis Bay, 
Laltimore, finds itself serioypsly embar- 
rassed for the want of the raw material 
used, owing to the loss of two of its 
steamers and the diversion of a_ third. 
The company, until disaster overtook its 
fleet, operated the Mielero, Cubadist and 
Sucrosa between Matanzas, Cuba, and 
Baltimore, molasses, from which the al- 
cohol was made, being carried like oil 
in bulk. The Mielero broke in two and 
sank off Savannah, Ga., on February 26, 
with the loss of a number of lives, while 
the Cubadist is almost two weeks over- 
due and is believed to have been lost with 
all hands. The Sucrosa, damaged in the 
same storm that sank the Mielero, has 
completed repairs and gone to Porto 
Rico to load cargo for New Orleans. The 
three vessels were owned in New York 
and chartered by the Baltimore company. 
The latter is now without vessels and its 
raw material is running short, so that 
suspension may be necessary.

strong. Very little spot goods of any 
grade are available. The lump am- 
monia grade is priced by the producers 
at 4c. per pound for carlot shipments. 
Spot transactions at as high as be. 
were reported during the week. Lump 
potash is offered on spot at 8c. For- 
eign goods to arrive were quoted at 7c. 
per pound in one direction, but there is 
no prompt delivery to be had at this 
level. Chrome types are very firm. 
One large producer of chrome ammonia 
is sold up for some weeks ahead. 
Prices of other makers are still at 15c. 
per pound, but spot goods are quoted 
at 154% @16e. on the scarcity. Chrome 
potash alum is offered at 17c. per 
pound and is fairly active at this level. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—This is 
another item which is in light supply. 
There has been no further advance in 
prices, but it is very difficult to get 
goods prompt. Export demand has 
been fairly steady during the past 
week. The iron free grade is very firm 
at 2%c. per pound for shipment. Com- 
mercial grades with a small iron con- 
tent are generally priced at $1.60@1.80 
per cwt., according to seller. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE. — Some 
factors have advanced their prices to 
22c. per pound and others are now 
quoting the light grade at 20c. per 
pound. The demand has been heavy 
during the past week and quotations 
of the producers are due for still fur 
ther advances, in the opinion of some 
factors. There is little goods avail- 
able for prompt shipment. Heavy 
qualities are quoted at 10@1lc. per 
pound, according to quantity and 
seller. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—There has been 
no change in the prices of the pro- 
ducers, but they have very little to 
offer aside from the withdrawals on 
eontract of their regular customers. 
The market has not yet recovered from 
the effect of the steel and coal strikes, 
and spot prices generally score some 
advances over the shipment prices of 
the makers, which are still held at 
8% c. per pound for the 26-degree test. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—The market for 
white granular sal ammoniac is in a 
nearly nominal position. Sales were 
reported at 16@18c. per pound during 
the week, when goods could be had. 
Makers’ prices are below this level, but 
they are unable to furnish prompt ship- 
ments. The other grades of the prod- 
uct are in better supply, but prices are 
firm on all qualities and the demand is 
steady. The gray is quoted on the 
basis of 13c. per pound and the lump 
grades range from 25c. to 3lec. per 
pound, depending on the sellers and 
quantities taken. 

ANTIMONY. — Needle antimony 
again advanced slightiy during the 
week and at the close was quoted on 
the basis of 13c. per pound. Some 
factors are asking even higher prices. 
The demand is fairly heavy and sup- 
plies, while sufficient to take care of it, 
are costing the refiners so much that 
they cannot well take lower prices. Re- 
cent advances in crude antimony are 
given as the reason for the strength 
of the market. 

ARGOLS.—There has been the usual 
quiet and steady demand during the 
past week and supplies are in firm 
hands, with leading factors quoting 
10@1le. per pound. Advances are in 
contemplation, according to reliable in- 
formation. 

ARSENIC.—White arsenic sold on 
spot at as high as 16c. per pound dur- 
ing the week. There is practically 
nothing for prompt shipment available 
and the producers are now quoting 
September and October deliveries. 
Second hands are in control of the 
market, but their offerings are also 
limited. The best price heard during 
the week was 1l4c. per pound and the 
general run of quotations was nearer 
the top figure. Red arsenic is in heavy 
supply and there is very little demand 
at present. Prices down to 20c. per 
pound were openly made, and it is 
intimated that even lower would be 
accepted on a firm offer for a large 
quantity of the material.

ACIDS 


The acid market has been 
the course of the general chemical 
market during the past week, and while 
there have been no startling advances 
and trading has hardly been as active 
as that for the chemical group, the 
market is firmer than it has been in 
many months and advances in many 
of the items are expected by leading 
factors. The same factors which enter 
into the shortage of chemical products 
in general are evident in the acid situa- 
tion. The shortage of containers and 
cars, the troubles with deliveries and 
the labor situation are all conspiring. to 
force prices to levels higher than they 
have occupied since early in the sum- 
mer. There is a pronounced scarcity of 
many of the important items on the list 
at present and the situation bids fair 
to become as acute as that in the 
chemical market, where many impor- 
tant materials are practically unob- 
tainable 

The mineral acids are, of course, the 
leaders in the movement. The demand 
for those products is in advance of that 
for otber acids, and any increase in 
the demand or any shortage of mate- 
rials is far more serious in this group 
than iin that of the finer grades of ma- 
terial, During the week sulphuric 
reached a nearly nominal position, with 
only small second-hand lo‘ts available. 
Muriatie firmed up and even nitric be- 
gan to look steadier than it has at any 


following 


time since the close of hostilities in 
1918. Trading has been hampered by 
lack ot: supplies, and while producers 


are generally still in a position to quote 
on contract they admit that they can 
fill only very small spot, orders, if, in- 
deed, they are able to quote prompt at 
all. 

The finer acids were led by citric and 
tartaric, both of which are in very 
short supply on spot. It is reported 
that buyers of citric acid are unable 
to get even reasonably prompt ship- 
ments from the makers and -that the 
market today is entirely in the hands 
of deaiers in imported goods.

The producers are sold up 
in most directions and prices lower 
than $8.40 per pound could not be 
located at the close of the period. Only 
one producer is able to ship prompt 
and spot goods were hard to locate. 


CARBOLIC.—Export goods are off 
the market, Last sales for export 
were reported at 28c. per pound. The 
domestic consumers are well taken 
care of at the government price of 
12c. per pound. The government sup- 
ply is said to be moving well, although 
there is still a large amount to be 
disposed of. 

CHROMIC.—There 
change in the prices of the makers 
and they are still offering the tech- 
nical grade at 75c. per pound and the 
refined at 80c. per pound. The de- 
mand has been steady throughout the 
week. There is little call for the 
U. S. P. grade. Sales in a small way 
were put through at $1.15 per pound. 
Very few producers are now making 
this quality. 

CINNAMIC.—The usual steady de- 
mand and firm market are in evidence 
with prices named at $5.50@6 per 
pound, according to quantity and seller. 

CITRIC.—See Drug Market. 

FORMIC.—There were offers of the 
75 per cent. grade of this material at 
28c. per pound during the past week. 
Trading has not been very brisk and 
some of the leading factors in the mar- 
ket are competing strenuously for new 
business. There is a large amount of 
imported goods in the market and this 
is also weakening prices to a consider- 
able extent. 

GALLIC.—There has been no change 
in the quotations of the producers of 
this material and prices are generally 
well maintained on a steady demand 
and the fact that producers are in full 
control of the situation. Prices are 
held at $1.40 per pound for the U. S. P. 
and $1.05 per pound for the technical. 
A fair demand from the photographic 
trade is being experienced for the 
latter quality. 

HYDROCHLORIC.—There has been 
no change in the prices of the pro- 
ducers, but the firmer position of mu- 
riatic in the lower grades is having 
some strengthening effect on the mar- 
ket for the chemically pure. Quota- 
tions stand on the basis of 8c. per 
pound for this material.

MIXED.—The demand for mixed acid 
is heavy and the producers are about 
sold up on the sulphuric content and 
are not anxious for new _ business. 
Prices are unchanged, and quotations 
at 10c. per unit of nitric and 14c. per 
unit of sulphuric are now heard in the 
market. Reports of shading of these 
prices are no longer heard in the mar- 
ket. 

MOLYBDIC.—The demand for this 
material is steady but quiet. The usual 
quantities, however, are being taken 
on by the consumers, and prices are 
steady at the repeated levels of $4.25 
per pound for the chemically pure. 

MURIATIC.—There has been no 
change in the prices of this acid since 
the report of a week ago. The demand 
is steady, and the makers have very 
little goods to offer for prompt ship- 
Prices are generally rather 
higher on resale material, and general 
advances above the present levels are 
forecast by the demand, and the fact 
that heavy supplies are not to be had 
at present in most quarters. 

NITRIC.—There has been a better 
movement of nitric acid during the past 
week than the market has seen for 
some time. The prices of the makers 
have generally advanced slightly on the 
firmer tone of the market. Dealers, 
however, are still willing to sell on the 
basis of 7c. per pound for the 42-de- 
gree test. There has been more tend- 
ency, however, to demand full prices 
during the past week, and few reports 
of shading in competition were heard.

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than it was before the recent advance.

PHOSPHORIC.—The market is still 
practically nominal, and it is very dif- 
ficult to get hold of supplies from the 
producers. Small parcels on spot are 
said to command considerable  pre- 
miums over the makers’ quotations. 
The usual dealers are out of the mar- 
ket and are said to be trying to buy 
acid to fill their contracts. Quotations 
stand at 33c. per pound for the 85 per 
cent., and 24@25c. per pound for the 
50 per cent. grade. 

PYROGALLIC.—There has been no 
change in prices, and the producers are 
quoting the market as steady at $2.20 
per pound for the crystals and $2.50@ 
2.60 per pound for the resublimed. 

SULPHURIC.—There is a_ serious 
shortage of this material in the spot 
market, and reports to the effect that 
l14%c. per pound had been paid on spot 
for 66-degree acid were heard during 
the week. This price is excessive, «but 
that buyers should be willing to take 
supplies if they were offered at 1\c. 
per pound is certain. The makers are 
sold up, and the second-hand factors 
in the market have very little to offer. 
The situation is serious, and very little 
relief is in sight in the opinion of spot 
factors. Oleum shares the position of 
the straight grades of the acid, and it is 
scarce at $29 per ton and up, depending 
On delivery. Spot goods are said to 
have sold as high as $35 per ton dur- 
ing the week. 

SULPHUROUS.—The demand is 
heavy, and the producers are now ask- 
ing 4c. per pound for goods on a ship- 
ment basis, while small spot lots are 
exchanged at 4%c. per pound. There is 
very little to be had on spot at present. 

TANNIC.—The producers are pretty 
well sold up, and the demand is still 
very heavy. Some makers have ad- 
vanced their prices slightly, but the 
majority of them are still quoting their 
supplies at 65@80c. per pound for the 
technical, according to grade, and $1.40 
per pound for the U. S. P. There isa 
better demand for the former qualities 
than for the latter.

This proph- 
oy was made just before the news of 
the German revolution, but there is no 
disposition on the part of the trade to 
pe alarmed by the recent news from 
Germany. In fact, it is generally be- 
lieved that there is more likelihood of 
the industrial situation over there im- 
proving than weakening, regardless of 
which political faction has control. It 
js pointed out that all productive 
forces in Germany realize the necessity 
of co-operation for the sake of all in- 
volved, and that it is logical now to 
look for improvement. The fact that 
the lower prices held even after the 
political change is indicative of the 
confidence of dealers. 

There is much speculation as to what 
will happen to potash prices if impor- 
tations continue to grow larger, and 
some American producers are anxious 
for a protective tariff in that event. 
But the need of American consumers 
seems to be the foremost thing in the 
minds of most Congressmen. 

An easing in the prices of sulphate 
of ammonia for export is also noted, 
and this is largely due to the slacken- 
ing of the export demand. The price, is 
uneven, but a fair average is $7.30@ 
735 a hundred pounds for spot and 
prompt delivery, with $7 for July- 
December. The present sales are of re- 
sale lots, all present production going 
against standing contracts, which are 
three and four months behind on deliv- 
eries. The new contract price has not 
yet been set, but will soon be an- 
. , e s . 
nounced, say leading interests. It is 
generally believed that this price will 
be less than $4.50 a hundred pounds. 

Nitrate of soda prices still hold well 
at $385@3.90 a hundred pounds and 
there is little talk of early reductions. 
Though the European pressure on the 
Chilean fields has reduced somewhat, 
the association there is able to force 
buyers to come through with a price 
which calls for the present figure in 
American markets. The government 
says that the additional ships which it 
is allocating to nitrate transportation 
will permit the satisfying of the full 
requirements of consumers, though 
some skepticism is entertained in re- 
gard to this statement. 

Those animal ammoniates which are 
on the market at all have eased this 
week, $8 a unit now being the prevail- 
ing price for tankage and $8.60 for 
blood. The competition between feed- 
ers and fertilizer men is still strong, 
but supplies are slightly better. 

Following will be found detailed ac- 
counts of the principal items in the 
trade: — 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 


BLOOD TANKAGE.—A somewhat 
fasier position prevails in blood tank- 
age this week, prices going down to $8 
a unit, which is 50c. lower than the 
quotations of the preceding week.

that the figure will not exceed $4.50 a 
hundred pounds and that it will prob- 
ably fall below that figure. Production 
is gradually improving towards nor- 
mality, and though standing contracts 
are still three months and more be- 
hind, yet there is hope of nearly catch- 
ing up by the end of June. 

Sulphate for export is selling some- 
what more easily this week. A fair 
average price for spot and prompt de- 
livery is now $7.30@7.35 per hundred 
pounds. Some sales are made above 
those figures and occasional lots are 
released at lower prices. There is even 
some talk of offers considerably lower, 
but investigation does not reveal any- 
thing definite. Futures, of course, are 
lower priced. For July-December $7 is 
a fair price, 

The export trade is very poor. Not 
only is Europe, including Spain, prac- 
tically out of the market, but also the 
Far East is not much of a factor. It is 
expected that Japan will come back 
into the market soon, but for the pres- 
ent she is doing very little purchasing. 
Some sales are being made to South 
America, but the present labor situa- 
tion there is militating against much 
business. 

NITRATE OF SODA.— Nitrate of 
soda shows no weakening. The Chilean 
association is keeping a tight grip on 
the market and holding prices firmly 
up to the high figure of $3.85@3.90, 
which has been prevailing for some 
time. Though Europe is now buying 
less than she had been buying the ship- 
ments to America are more generous 
than they had _ been. The Shipping 
Board is allocating more ships to this 
nitrate transportation and more Amer- 
ican purchases are being made for this 
reason. American farmers’ needs are 
so imperative that the high price must 
be paid. It is doubtful whether the full 
needs of the American farmers can be 
met this year (though government au- 
thorities say that this will be done), 
for the season has now so far advanced 
that it is hardly likely that sufficient 
supplies can be brought in to gain the 
needed result. 

Little expectation is felt that prices 
will take another advance soon, but 
these are expected to hold pretty well 
up to the present levels. Resale lots 
are figuring less in the trade than they 
did a month or two ago, and first offer- 
ings are the rule. 


PHOSPHATES 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—The acid phos- 
phate market is a little quieter than 
last week. Prices are still at $19, with 
$23 for Southern ports, but the market 
is a little less firm than last week. 
Exporting has greatly weakened in the 
recent past because of the bad exchange 
situation, which has not materially 
changed for the better for some time. 
The strength communicated by ship- 
ments to the Orient has been with- 
drawn, and South America and the few 
solvent European nations have not been 
able to keep things firm. American con- 
sumers are buying more or less steadily, 
though without any great eagerness, 
but their purchasing is not sufficient 
to maintain the firmness in a market 
that is dependent on world buying. 
At the same time that demand is in 
this condition production is improv- 
ing, so the statistical position of the 
market does not conduce to a bullish 
movement. Raw material is coming in 
slowly, increasing supplies from the 
rock phosphate fields. 

ROCK PHOSPHATE. — Rock phos- 
phate prices remain unalteréd, though 
the tendency of the market is not to- 
wards higher prices, so far as the tech- 
nical position is concerned, at least. 
Production is improving slowly in the 
great Florida. fields, where the labor 
force is a little better month by month. 
The migratory labor which gets out the 
rock is being !ured to the fields by ad- 
vertisements and conditions in the 
camps have been made somewhat more 
acceptable to the worker than those 
prevailing before the strike. About 65 
per cent. or more of normal production 
is now being obtained. Were Europe 
strongly in the market there is little 
doubt that more energetic measures 
would be adopted to increase produc- 
tion more rapidly, but the export trade 
in this industry has been so greatly 
curtailed that the total calls for rock 
phosphate are less than they were 
years ago. 

Tennessee shipments are greatly 
handicapped by car shortage, and_lit- 
tle improvement has‘yet been effected 
in this matter. Florida prices, f. 0. b. 
Southern ports, are:—Land pebble, 68 
per cent., $6.85; 75 per cent., $10.5@; 
high grade and rock, 77 per cent., 
$12.50. Tennessee prices are as fol- 
lows:—F. o. b. Mt. Pleasant, domestic, 
70 to 80 per cent., $11@11.50 a ton; 75" 
per cent., guaranteed, $9.75@10.25 per

SULPHATE OF AMMONITIA.—A_ pronounced 
scarcity, amounting really to an almost com- 
plete absence of sulphate of ammonia, con- 
tinues to characterize this division of the fer- 
tilizer trade. Lots of the material come into 
the market only at intervals, and are readily 
taken up. To what extent the domestic pro- 
duction is taken up by the exports cannot, of 
course, be determined, but the impression pre- 
vails that the larger part of the output finds 
its way into the foreign markets because of 
the absence of restrictions as to price, whereas 
the domestic trading is under regulation in 
this respect. No large quantities of the ma- 
terial are to be obtained at any price, but 
such transactions as do occur are probably 
made around $7. 

POTASH.—The demand for potash continues 
to exceed by a good deal the available sup- 
ply, the imports being held down by various 
causes, among them the scarcity of vessels, 
the inability of the foreign producers to at- 
tain their maximum output, and the greatly 
augmented demand from various directions. 
The receipts, therefore, are promptly taken 
up at the figures that have prevailed of late, 
these being $3 for muriate and $2.50 per unit 
for manure salt and kainit. There is a market 
for all of the domestic potash that can be 
turned out, and so far the home industry can- 
not be said to have suffered any impairment 
by reason of the arrivals of the foreign prod- 
uct. 

BONE.—The somewhat easier feeling with re- 
spect to animal ammoniates is reflected in the 
market for bone by the marking down of the 
quotations on 3 and % ground steamed bone 
from $46 to $45.50, this change, of course, be- 
ing inconsiderable, while the figure on 4% and 
48 ground raw bone remains the same. Stocks 
of the ammoniate are small, with no prospect 
that important additions from any direction 
will shortly be made. 


CHICAGO 


CHICAGO, March 19, 1920. 

Fertilizer sales on the Chicago market 
during the past week were at prices even 
lower than those reported a week ago. The 
fertilizer market in the past two weeks has 
taken a decided slump from the far above 
normal prices that prevailed during the 
winter months. Dealers still say that the 
slump will go even farther and attribute 
the coming of spring as the principal cause. 
Practically all of the fertilizer for farm use 
has been supplied and little will be marketed 
until late in the summer and fall. During 
this time manufacturers will merely work to 
build up their stocks, and for this reason 
buyers can stay out of the market and 
wait for a substantial lowering of prices 
before placing any big orders. 

Blood was about 25c. lower per unit. High 
grade ground blood sold for $8@8.25 as 
compared with a quotation of $8.25@8.50 a 
week ago. The same decline showed in un- 
ground and crushed blood prices, this ar- 
ticle being quotable at $7.75@8. 

The market for tankage was firmer than 
that for blood, but even here there was a 
very noticeable inclination toward lower 
prices. High-grade ground tankage was 
down 25c. per unit to $7.50@7.75, while the 
lower grade was selling around $7@7.25. 
The price of high-grade unground and 
crushed tankage was unchanged at $7.25@ 
$7.50, with the lower grade quotable at 
$6.50@7. Renderers’ unground and concen- 
trated were steady and unchanged. Liquid 
stick showed the only upturn of the list, 
being quotable at $4.75@5, an increase of 
25c. per unit over last week. 

Cracklings were unchanged in price, while 
sales of glue and gelatine stock were all at 
reduced prices.

Fertilizers That Injure Crops De- 
scribed in Agricultural Depart- 


ment Bulletin 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


Following comptaints received last fall 
by the Department of Agriculture from 
farmers and fertilizer mixers that cer- 
tain shipments of fertilizer was injur- 
ing crops, and subsequent investigations 
undertaken by the department, which 
disclosed that excessive borax content in 
the potash salts was responsible for the 
damage, the department has recently is- 
sued a bulletin entitled “Crop Injury by 
Borax in Fertilizers,” which contains a 
complete report of the findings and con- 
clusions of the government experts who 
conducted the studies and experiments 
in this connection. The studies were 
made chiefly in connection with potato 
crops in Maine and cotton crops in the 
Carolinas—the regions most seriously 
affected.

At the time of 
these troubles they fell far behind on 
contracts, and while it is stated that 
they are gradually catching up, the 
trade would be surprised to see any 
marked reductions in crudes before 
midsummer, if in fact they are to be 

cted at all. 

so color list has shown little in 
the way of price changes during the 
past week. The bulk of the producers 
are able to supply reasonable demands 
for the ordinary chrome and direct 
colors, and prices on these items do 
not show much strength. There seems, 
however, to be little demand for these 
products at present, and finer types 
are coming in for the bulk of the busi- 
ness. Makers are pretty well sold up 
on these shades. They state that the 
demand is far in advance of the sup- 
ply and that their withdrawals on pre- 
vious sales are so heavy that there is 
little prospect of easier conditions in 
the near future. Imported shades are 
still very tight. Importations of Swiss 
and French colors are being received 
in small volume, but these supplies are 
insufficient to take care of the demand. 
The market is practically nominal on 
these shades, prices depending wholly 
on the negotiations between buyer and 
seller. 

Intermediates showed a strong up- 
ward tendency during the week, and 
actual advances were named in several 
important items. The market here is 
almost nominal, as well as that for the 
finished products.

ANTHRANILIC.—There has been no 
further change in the price of this ma- 
terial since the report of a week ago. 
Supplies, however, are lafge, and it is 
Stated that there have been sales in 
some directions considerably below the 
quotations given out by leading spot 
factors. Quotations of the producers 
are generally on the basis of $3 per 
pound, but second hands are able to 


‘ offer quantities at $2.50 per pound. 


BENZOIC.—The demand for this 
product is about as usual and the pro- 
ducers are still in control of the mar- 
ket. Their prices stand on the basis of 
75c. per pound for the technical and 
90c. per pound for the U. S. P. The 
seasonal demand for the latter product 
is not yet in evidence. 

CRESOTINIC.—Producers quote at 
39c. per pound, but not all factors are 
able to offer at present. Sales are 
understood to have been put through at 
considerably above the levels reported. 

CRESYLIC.—There is very little 
available and the makers are for the 
most part well sold up in advance. 
Prices are generally on the basis of 
90c. per gallon for the 97@95 per cent. 
grade. Some factors are asking as high 
as $1 per gallon for this quality and 
report that they are doing considerable 
business at the higher figure. Other 
grades are generally priced at propor- 
tionate levels. 

H.—There is_ practically nothing 
available from the producers and the 
market during the past week has been 
entirely in the hands of dealers. Prices 
were quoted from $1.70 per pound up, 
depending on the holder of the mate- 
rial. One sale at $1.85 per pound was 
reported by a leading factor during the 
week. 

NAPHTHIONIC.—There is very lit- 
tle available. The makers are sold up 
in advance and second hands are gen- 
erally offering only small quantities. 
Prices are almost nominal. Business 
was reported at 75c. per pound for the 
technical grade, although it is stated 
in some quarters that 70c. per pound 
could be done on desirable business. 
The refined grade is offered on the 
basis of 90c. per pound. 

BETA NAPHTHYLAMINE 1. MON- 
OSULPHONIC.—Supplies of this ma- 
terial are in fairly good shape. The 
producers have goods to offer and sec- 
ond hands are also active in the market 
to some extent. Prices stand at $2.25 
per pound on most of the business pass- 
ing on spot. 

NAPHTHYLAMINE DISUL- 
PHONIC.—The market is rather quiet 
and there seems to be enough goods 
available to take care of the demand as 
it is at present. Prices are generally 
unchanged and offers at $1 per pound 
were heard during the past week. 

PHTHALIC.—No change in _ the 
prices of the leading factors in this 
material was announced during the 
past week. The market has been very 
steady in the hands of the one factor 
who is establishing the low prices. 
Other producers are in no position to 
compete. Prices of 60c. per pound on 
the anhydride and 55c. per pound for 
the crude acid were reported, and a fair 
consuming business has been done at 
these figures. 

PICRAMIC.—The market was very 
tight at the close of the week. Flood 
conditions in New Jersey are reported 
to have closed temporarily one of the 
leading plants and shipments in that 
direction were cut off during the pe- 
riod. Prices are unchanged in other 
quarters, however, but supplies are 
rather too small for the present de- 
mand. The situation, however, is 
merely temporary and no advance on 
account of this situation will be named. 
Futures are generally offered at $1 per 
pound. 

PICRIC.—There is still a large quan- 
tity of picric acid on the market and 
offers at low prices are still heard in 
most directions where supplies are held. 
The demand is quiet and the market is 
still very weak at 23@25c. per pound, 
according to quantity. 

SALICYLIC.—With aniline oil so 
very firm and scarce, it is to be expect- 
ed that the market for salicylic acid 
will remain rather tight. There is no 
very heavy demand for the material, 
but prices are generally very firm at 
the former levels of 45c. per pound for 
the technical and 55c. per pound for

1 fairly good demand for most of the 
tanning materials on the list but with 
the news that supplies of the raw ma- 
terials had been received, the demand 
for the dyeing extracts again fell to the 
pint where consumers would take on 
only such supplies as they needed at 
once. This fact is holding trading back 
to nominal levels and the producers 
state that they are doing only a very 
small consuming business and profess 
themselves discouraged over the out- 
look. 

The chemical list has been about the 
most active of any during the past 
week. Trading has been far more act- 
ive in bichromates, prussiates and ace- 
tate of soda than is usual. Supplies 
are at a low point on most of the 
chemical items and there is apparently 
little in the way of relief in sight. The 
makers are well sold up in advance 
ind are unable to offer any goods for 
prompt delivery, thereby throwing 
the market entirely into the hands of 
spot factors, who are forcing prices as 
high as the traffic will bear. None of 
the makers offer bichromates before 
the middle of the summer and none of 
them will quote willingly on prussiate 
of soda, Acetate of soda and other im- 
portant items are also in a bad way 
for spot stocks. Prices are advancing 
and the end is not yet.

CUTCH.—Supplies are not quite so 
heavy as they have been and the mar- 
ket is not as weak.

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Why Fuel Oil Is Scarce and High in Price 


| Though the United States produces about 60 per 
HMB cent. of the world’s output of petroleum, we are 
faced with a serious shortage of fuel oil. Bids for 
fumishing the Navy East coast requirements for pe- 
troleum and petroleum products, recently opened in 
Washington, offered only a little over a million bar- 
tls to fill a specified want of some eight million 
barrels. The prices quoted, furthermore, are about 
200 per cent. higher than those in existing contracts. 
| The United States Shipping Board this week an- 
nounced that it had awarded contracts for 10,300,- 
000 barrels of fuel oil to be delivered at various 
points during the next six months at prices said to 
be 50 per cent. or more higher than the last contracts 
of the Board. 

In spite of the high prices, the Shipping Board 
realized that it was the better part of wisdom to ac- 
cept the tenders made. A survey of the situation, 
even by the veriest tyro, shows that production is 
lagging far behind the supply. The Navy, on the 
oher hand, is still considering the situation. Secre- 
tary Daniels has not made up his mind. It is inti- 
mated that he places great reliance on the oil pro- 
duction of the Osage Indians, about 14,000,000 
barrels a year, which he contemplates taking over 
|} mits entirety. Under the terms of the leases on In- 

1} dian oil lands, this, of course, is possible, as these 

I} leases contain a clause that grants the Government

If censure attaches to anybody be- 
tause of the present admittedly serious oil situation, it 
to Government officials themselves.

» We would not now find ourselves in such 
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a muddle. For the past three years Dr. Manning 


has seen the handwriting on the wall. He tried to 
interest other Government officials in the matter, but 
the success of his efforts in this direction proved bar- 
ren of results. Absolutely no action was taken. In 
the meantime, the necessity for obtaining new pro- 
duction and new sources of supply was apparent to 
all in the industry. 

The Reporter holds with those sane and far- 
seeing individuals who advocate that the logical thing 
to do under the present circumstances is to bring 
about the complete harmony and co-operation of the 
oil trade with oil using industries and the various 
branches of the Government, and to go out after oil 
resources as the British are doing. Only in this way 
will the needs of our industry, of our army and 
navy, and of our merchant marine be met. 

A step in this direction has already been made, al- 
though somewhat belated. Arrangements are under 
way for the beginning of a series of investigations of 
the petroleum resources of foreign countries. ‘The 
plans have reached a point where it can be stated 
that a commission composed of government geolo- 
gists and other scientists and experts will soon be on 
its way to Mexico, where a start is to be made. 
However, political conditions in Mexico may pre- 
vent official recognition of the commission, and it 
would occasion surprise to many if anything more 
than voluminous reports resulted from the commis- 
sion’s activities. 

A beginning is a beginning, however. Once start 
attacking the problem in the proper manner and 
American ingenuity and American resourcefulness 
will soon find a solution. The calling of names never 
did help. The explanation for the high prices of fuel 
oil is to be found in the restrictions imposed by the 
Mexican Government on drilling new wells, the ad- 
vent of salt water in producing wells and the natural 
increase in the domestic demands. These are the evi- 
dent causes for the shortage and the resulting high 
prices. Not profiteering.

Crude Prices Continue to Advance as 
Field Reports Show Greater Activity 


Further advances in the quotations for crude oil 
were noted during the week in various fields of the 
country and there were increases recorded in the 
prices of some of the refined products quickly suc- 
ceeding. Field reports show that there is greater 
activity than ever before going on in virtually all of 
the fields, yet this augmented work to produce more 
oil has not as yet succeeded in its purpose, and the 
consequence is—and must be—that prices for the 
crude continue to advance. Just how long this ad- 
vancing market for crude—and for refined as a se- 
quence—will continue is beginning to worry refiners, 
who are placed in a peculiar position. ; 

They cannot get sufficient crude to operate their 
refineries to satisfactory requirements, and, on the 
other hand, they must pay more for the smaller sup- 
plies they receive. To pass this increase along to the 
consumer seems natural in the ordinary course of 
business, but the refiners hesitate to do $0, and it 
may be stated that the refiners have at no time ad- 
vanced their quotations for refined products until 
forced to do so to protect themselves. ' 

Field reports state that there is more work being 
done in most of the fields, but the returns as to new 
production from the various fields barely show pre- 
vious averages maintained and in some instances show 
decreases. This should serve to show at least one 
good reason why prices for crude are advancing. 
The latest increases to be reported were advances 
of 25c. for all grades of California crude, an equal 
increase for Wyoming grades and 25c. per barrel 
more for some grades of Texas oil. Louisiana 
crudes were likewise ‘advanced 25c. -per barrel. 
There were no changes in the prices for Pennsyl- 
vania or for Mid-Continent grades, but those who 
are well posted in the industry state that there is no 
assurance that further advances may not be an- 
nounced for those also in the near future. 

The scarcity of Pennsylvania grades of oil has 
become so acute that operators in those regions have 
prepared drilling campaigns having as their chief ob-

Eastern 


There has been a nice increase in the number of 
finished wells for the past week reported from the 
high-grade fields east of the Mississippi River. [he 
volume of new production, however, shows a slight 
decrease, the same being true of the number of gas 
wells and dry holes obtained. Weather conditions 
have been adverse to any material progress in devel- 
opment projects, but it has not prevented the planning 
of much new work. Operators are reported as pre- 
paring with the return of good weather to do some 
extensive work in the older fields, with a view to 
locating new production in these older regions which 
had been given up as “‘petering” out. Large wells 
are not expected to be obtained, but it is stated that 
the scarcity and the high prices prevailing will make 
it worth while if only small quantities are obtained. 
Operators in the natural gas regions of this group of 
fields are particularly interested in the deep gas well 
recently obtained in Westmoreland county, Penn- 
sylvania. It is stated that the work projected for 
Ohio will be of the greatest volume yet undertaken 
there, and Illinois will experience a good share of 
new work with the drilling deeper of old wells. Feb- 
ruary runs and deliveries for the Eastern fields 
aggregated 2,319,454 and 3,319,434 barrels, 


respectively. 





Canada 


Leasing activity has been on a tremendous scale 
recently in the Edmonton, Alberta, fields of Canada, 
and it is stated that the flooding of leases in the 
county has come about as a result of some “inside” 
information as to the development in the district. 
This latter statement is doubted, however, by many 
who assert that the unwonted activity is more likely 
due to the fact that the rentals of oil and gas leases 
have been doubled. The leasing in question covers 
territory on the Athabaska river from the town of 
that name to Fort McMurray. In January, the rec- 
ords show, there were 30 applications for leases 
filed, covering 12,800 acres, and in February there 
were some 240 applications, covering 60,000 acres. 
Greater activities have also been reported from the 
southern Alberta districts, and this was especially true 
of the Peace river district. Operations in other 
portions of the Canadian fields were without especial 
interest.

Gulf Coast

of the Gulf Coast helds to 70,000 barrels. This has 
heen the total maintained by those fields now for 
gveral weeks past and represents a net gain of 10,- 
000 barrels over the production averages of previous 
months. The weil mentioned in West Columbia 
came in with a flow of 3,500 barrels, but on being 
drilled slightly deeper was increased to 5,000 bar- 
rls. In the Hull district the well obtained flowed at 
arate of 4,000 barrels daily. There were a number 
of other good producers completed in the various re- 
gons of the Gulf Coast fields during the week. 
Wildcat work has not been quite so good during the 
week as in the last few weeks previous. This has 
heen due to the striking of a salt rock in some sec- 
tions. However, there are many promising fields 
yet to be exploited with the drill, and plans for the 
same are going forward, so that by the arrival of 
summer there will be found many wildcat projects 
under way. A summary of drilling operations for 
this week shows that there were 13 new wells com- 
pleted, as against 23 in the previous week, with new 
production totaling 6,150 barrels, against 7,190 in 
the previous week. 





Kansas 


Indicating the fact that the oil men of these fields, 
as in others, are virtually ever ready for new under- 
takings, there was a grand rush, so to speak, last 
week to the Florence territory in northern Marion 
county, Kansas, following the receipt of reports that 
two good-sized wildcat wells had been brought in in 
that region. Lease men, operators and_ brokers 
swarmed into the district and the usual boom town 
excitement followed, and at last reports bids fair to 
continue for many days to come. Meanwhile, 
throughout other portions of the State there were ex- 
tensive drilling operations carried out and promising 
results were obtained in a number of instances. This 
was especially so of work in southeastern Butler 
county and in the Elk City field. Production figures 
for the week showed that the daily average output of 
the fields of Kansas is holding up to the previously

Greater activity is reported than heretofore from 
the Tampico and Tuxpam regions of Mexico. This 
has been brought about by the resumption of drill- 
ng on large scales by many of the big petroleum 
companies which have obtained the necessary drilling 
permits from the Carranza Government.

North Central Texas 

Operators in the North Central Texas fields have 

practically been forced to prepare extensive develop- 


ment campaigns for the coming spring months in 
order to be in a position to adequately, or as near 
to adequately as possible, meeting the demand for 
oil. One of the factors in the case has also been 
the constant advance in prices for the commodity. 
The high levels now prevailing, it is stated, will re- 
sult in bringing out the testing of virtually every 
prospective field in southwest Texas, while there are 
many proven areas which will receive more thorough 
development than had heretofore been contemplated. 
In addition the older fields will come in for large 
working campaigns. Oil men are generally pleased 
with the return of the railroads to private ownership, 
taking the view that they will receive more adequate 
transportation service for their oil output than they 
did under Government control of the roads. With 
this feeling prevalent, they are going ahead with 
development projects which they would have hesitated 
to undertake in many instances were the roads still 
under Government management. Operators in the 
Desdemona region are taking much interest in the 
possibility of finding deeper paying sand there, while 
in Eastland county there is not quite so much activ- 
ity as heretofore, but this condition is regarded as 
merely temporary. Production for the week was re- 
ported as averaging | 79,113 barrels daily as against

West Virginia 

There has been little change in the weather con- 
ditions in the oil fields in the State of West Virginia, 
and as these have been rather consistently bad for 
some time, there has been little progress made in the 
way of new development work. Most of the efforts 
of operators just at present are stated to be in the 
nature of keeping old works going, but this condition 
has not prevented the planning of many new and 
extensive programs for development with the advent 
of better weather. Greatest interest is expected to be 
developed in the Berea grit fields of Jackson and 
Boone counties, where there is a large amount of 
work projected. A summary of the work done in 
February shows that the month had 95 wells com- 
pleted therein, of which 10 were dry holes, 30 gas 
wells and 55 oil producers, the amount of new pro- 
duction from the last named aggregating 655 barrels 
daily. At the end of the month there were 106 rigs 
completed and 182 drilling, making a total of 288 
rigs standing in the State. 


ceitealiciianas 
REFINED PRODUCTS 

The entire list of refined products shows firmness, 
with a good demand prevailing. Naphtha and gaso- 
line are finding swift outlet. Opinion seems to favor 
the belief that there will not be any cheaper prod- 
ucts in the pending weeks, and especially in view of 
an increased demand which develops in the spring, 


and following a winter that has been a deterrent to 
the use of large quantities of some products. Despite 
the lack of demand evidenced in some lines, such as 
the automobile trade, refiners have been busy. The 
increase in the supply of fuel oil will begin to be felt 
in the fall, so far as Mexican production is concerned. 
This and domestic production would be the factors, 
if any are to develop, which would make for lower 
prices. It is pointed out in connection with fuel oil 
that the Federal Government cannot obtain a sufh- 
cient supply, that it is disappointed in bids. There is 
a likelihood that the supplies needed will be com- 
mandeered, some people assert. 

Interest is aroused in the story that there is an ex- 
cess of refineries. The answer is made that there 
must be this condition to provide for the eventuality 
of worn-out plants, fires, etc. 


Refined Products at Chicago 


There continues to be no lack of strength in the 
market for refined products at Chicago, and where 
there is any dullness in evidence it is more due to the 
inability of traders to meet the demands than to a 
lack of business offered. Prices are constantly strong 
all around and during the week the quotations for 
gasoline and naphtha, tank wagon, were advanced 
by the Standard of Indiana Ic. per gallon. Kero- 
sene prices were unchanged, but held firm, depsite 
the fact that that item is probably the one item in 
the list that does not show much activity just at 
present. The situation relative to gas oil is stated to 
be really verging on the serious, as there are no 
stocks to be had and consumers are virtually clamor- 
ing for supplies, this being so of the public utility gas 
companies, which are finding it hard to place orders 
for future requirements. Fuel oil continues in the 
same nominal position, so to speak, as heretofore, with 
prices steadily mounting, according to the advances 
in the fields for crude.

Oil and Gas Permit 


Section 13 of the act authorizes the Secretary 
of the Interior to grant a qualified applicant 
the exclusive right to prospect for oil or gas 
for the period of two years, unless extended, 
and under authority thereof the following 
rules and regulations will govern the issuance 
of such permits :—

The permit will be subject to cancellation 
by the Secretary of the Interior for failure of 
the permittee to comply with any of the con- 
ditions enumerated therein or to exercise due 
diligence in the work of development. In the 
absence of discovery of oil or gas within the 
period of the permit, or extension thereof, the 
permit will thereupon terminate and the lands 
or deposits will automatically revert to their 
original status, but the land will continue 
segregated pending action by the land depart- 
ment on any application for extension that is 
timely filed.

Permits in Alaska 


‘The foregoing rules and regulations generally 
will apply to permits in Alaska, under section 
13 of the act, but with some modifications, 
viz: 

(a) A person, association, or corporation is 
authorized to hold five permits at one time in 
said territory, and subdivision (c) of section 4 
of these regulations is not applicable. The 
applicant must show, in lieu thereof, that he 
does not hold an interest in more than four 
permits or leases in Alaska. 


(b) The preference right treated under sec- 
tion 5 of these regulations extends for a period 
of six months after the erection of monument 
and posting of notice provided for therein, 
and the period for marking of the corners is 
extended to one year after the granting of the 
permit. 

(c) The time for exploratory work in Alaska 
is four years, instead of two, and there is no 
provision for extension of such period. The 
various items necessary in this exploratory 

work are set forth in the form of permit herein 
provided, the Alaskan period being included in 
parentheses, after the period prescribed in the 
States. 


Permits for Reserved Deposits 


The deposits of oil and gas in all lands for 
which a patent has issued with a reservation 
of the oil and gas to the United States, sub- 
ject to the preference rght, if any, explained 
in the next succeeding section hereof, may be 
included in a permit under the provisions of 
this act, conditioned upon the permittee filing 
with the Secretary of the Interior a satisfac- 
tory bond or undertaking as security for the 
payment of all damages to crops and improve- 
ments on such lands by reason of prospecting, 
as required by the act of July 17, 1914 (38 
Stat., 509). 

A preference right to a permit is given to an 
owner of the land with a reservation of the 
oil deposits to the United States, under the 
following conditions: (a) The land must have 
been withdrawn or classified as oil or gas 
lands; (b) entry must have been bona fide and 
made prior to such withdrawal or classifica- 
tion; (c) land must have been patented prior 
to the date of the act with a mineral reserva- 
tion to the United States; (d) in case of an 
assignment, the land must have been trans- 
ferred or assigned prior to January 1, 1918. 


Oil and Gas Leases 
Designation and Offer of Lands for 


Lease 


Pursuant to the provisions of seciton 17 of 
the act, the unappropriated deposits of oil or 
gas situated within known geologic structures 
of producing oi| or gas fields, and the lands 
containing same, will be divided into leasing 
blocks or tracts in areas not exceeding 640 
acres each, and not exceeding in length two 
and one-half times their width, and offered for 
lease at a stated royalty by competitive bid- 
ding to the highest responsible bidder having 
the qualifications prescribed by section 15, 
paragraph (a), hereof. 

Notice of the offer of lands for lease will be 
given by publication in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the county in which the lands or 
deposits are situated for a period of 30 days; 
such notice will state the day and hour on 
which the offering will be made at public auc- 
tion at the United States land office of the 
district in which the lands are situated, to 
the qualified bidder offering the highest bonus 
for the lease at the stated rental and royalty. 
Copy of the notice will be posted in said local 
oflice during the period of publication. This 
notice will be published at the expense of the 
Government. All bidders at any such auction 
are warned against violation of the provisions 
of section 59 of the United States Criminal 
Code, approved March 4, 1909, prohibiting un- 
lawful combination or intimidation of bidders. 


» Auction of Lease 


At the time fixed in the notice the register or 
receiver will, by public auction, offer the land 
for lease on the terms and conditions as to 
payments of royalties and rents fixed in the 
notice, to the qualified bidder of the highest 
amount offered as a bonus for the privilege of 
leasing the land. The successful bidder must 
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deposit with the receiver on the date of sale 
certified check on a solvent bank, or cash, for 
one-fifth the amount bid by him, which pay- 
ment the receiver will credit to ‘‘Trust funds— 
Unearned moneys.’’ At the time of such pay- 
ment the successful bidder will also file the 
requisite showing of his qualifications to re- 
ceive a lease. 


Award of Lease 


On receipt of the report of the auction from 
the register and receiver the Secretary of the 
Interior will take action thereon, and either 
award the lease to the successful bidder or 
reject the same, notice of which will be forth- 
with transmitted to the bidder through the 
local office. If the lease shall be awarded the 
notice will be accompanied by copies of leases 
for execution by the lessee, who shall, within 
thirty days from receipt of such notice, exe- 
cute said lease in triplicate and pay to the 
receiver the balance of the bonus bid by him, 
together with the first year’s rental, and also 
cause to be filed in the land office the bond 
required by section 2 (a) of the lease; in lieu 
of such bond Liberty bonds will be taken at 
par in the amount of the bond, as provided in 
the act of February 24, 1919 (40 Stat., 1148). 
If the bid be rejected the receiver will return, 
by his official check, the deposit made at the 
auction. In case of the award of a lease and 
failure on the part of the bidder to execute 
same and otherwise comply with the applicable 
regulations the deposit made will be considered 
forfeited and disposed of as other receipts un- 
der this act. 


Item 17 of the rules provides for the form 
and substance of the lease to be granted under 
the terms of the law. 


Relief Measures 


Sections 18, 19 and 22 of the act provide for 
the ‘‘relief,’’ so-called, of certain defined 


claimants of oil and gas lands, who at date of 
the act had not perfected their claims under 
the pre-existing mining laws, and are pre- 
vented from doing so by withdrawal of the 
land or by this act. Under section 18 relief is 
provided as follows:— 


Lands Not in Naval Petroleum Re- 


serves 


A qualified claimant, upon complying with 
the provisions of the act and these regulations, 
will be entitled to a 20-year lease from the 
United States, commencing and effective as of 
the date of filing relinquishment and applica- 
tion for relief, substantially in the form pre- 
scribed in section 17 hereof, at a royalty to be 
fixed by the Secretary of the Interior, but not 
less than 12% per cent. of all oil and gas pro- 
duced exclusive of that used for production 
purposes on the claim, or unavoidably lost. 
There is, however, a limitation placed by the 
act upon the acreage that may be included in 
such lease. If the geologic oil or gas structure 
of the producing field in which the claim is 
situated does not exceed 640 acres in area the 
lease may include the entire area if covered 
by the claim; but if the area of such structure 


exceeds 640 acres the act provides that not 
more than one-half of the area, same to be 
selected by the claimant but in no case to 


exceed 3,200 acres, may be leased to any one 
claimant. 


Lands in Naval Petroleum Reserves 


If the land claimed is within @ naval petro- 
leum reserve the claimant will be entitled to 
lease only the producing wells on the claim, 
together with an area of land sufficient for 
the operation of such wells, upon a royalty to 
be fixed by the Secretary of the Interior but 
not less than 12% per cent. of the production 
except that used for production purposes on 
the claim or unavoidably lost. The act for- 
bids the drilling of any wells in lands subject 
to this provision within 660 feet of the leased 
wells without the consent of the lessee. It 
further provides that the President may, in 
his discretion, lease the remainder or any part 
of the claim on which such wells have been 
drilled, and in the event of such leasing the 
claimant shall have a preference to such lease. 
The President may also permit the lessee of 
any well to drill additional wells within the 
limited area of 660 feet upon such terms and 
conditions as he may prescribe. These terms 
and conditions cannot be prescribed here, but 
will be determined on the merits in each sepa- 
rate Case. 


Royalties 


The royalties payable under leases granted 
pursuant to section 18 of this act are hereby 
determined and prescribed as follows:— 

For all oil of 30 degrees Baume or over, upon 
each claim on which the wells average 200 
barrels or more per day per month, 33% per 
cent.; upon each claim on which the wells 
average from 100 to 200 barrels per day per 
month, 25 per cent.; upon each claim on which 






the wells average from 50 to 100 barrels per 
day per month, 20 per cent.; upon each claim 
on which the wells average from 20 to 50 


barrels per day per month, 16% per cent., and 


upon each claim, on which the wells average 
less than 20 barrels per day per month, 12% 
per cent. 


For all claims producing oil of less than 30 
degrees Baume, upon each claim on which the 
wells average 200 barrels or more per day per 
month, 25 per cent.; on each claim on which 
the wells average 100 to 200 barrels per day 
per month, 20 per cent.; upon each claim on 
which the wells average from 50 to 100 barrels 
per day per month, 16% per cent.; upon each 
claim on which the wells average from 20 to 
30 barrels per day per month, 147/; per cent., 
and upon each claim on which the wells aver- 
age less than 20 barrels per day per month, 
12% per cent. 

The royalties on gas produced, if any, 
be fixed and determined in each lease. 


Rights-of-W ay for Pipelines 


Section 28 of the act grants to any applicant 
having the qualifications outlined in section 1 
of these regulations, rights-of-way through 
public lands of the United States, including 
national forests, for pipeline purposes for the 
transportation of oil or natural gas, on condi- 
tion that the pipelines for which rights of way 
are granted shall be operated and maintained 
as common carriers. The grant carries with 
it the right to the use of the ground actually 
occupied by the pipeline, and twenty-five feet 







will 


on each side thereof for the purpose of con- 
struction, maintenance and operation of the 
pipeline. Applicants for rights-of-way under 


this act will be governed by the regulations 
set forth in circular of June 6, 1908 (36 L. D., 
567) in so far as applicable, appropriate 
changes being made in the forms therein pre- 
scribed to make them applicable to right-of- 
way cases arising under the act of February 
25, 1920 (Public No. 146), for pipelines to be 
constructed, maintained and operated as com- 
mon carriers. Failure on the part of grantee 
to fulfill the conditions imposed by the act 
shall be ground for forfeiture of the grant by 
the United States District Court for the dis- 
trict in which the property, or some part 
thereof, is situated. 

Section 87 of the act provides that hereafter 
the deposits of coal, phosphate, sodium, oil, 
oil shale and gas, referred to and described 
therein, may be disposed of only in the man- 





ner provided in the act ‘‘except as to valid 
claims existent at date of passage of this act, 
and thereafter maintained in compliance with 
the laws under which initiated, which claims 
may be perfected under such laws, including 
discovery.’’ 

Stated negatively, under this section of the 
act, the following classes of oil or gas placer 
locations, so called, notwithstanding absence 
of fraud and full compliance with law in other 
respects, may not proceed to patent, viz.:— 

(a) Any location made after withdrawal of 
the land. 

(b) Any location made before withdrawal of 
the land but not perfected by discovery at date 
of withdrawal, which does not come within the 
protective proviso of section 2 of the act of 
June 25, 1910 (36 Stat., 847); that is to say, 
any claimant who, at date of withdrawal, was 
not a bona fide occupant or claimant in dili- 
gent prosecution of work leading to discovery 
of oll or gas, and who has not continued in 
such diligent prosecution to discovery. 

(c)_ Any location on lands not withdrawn, on 
which, at the date of the act, the claimant 
had not made discovery or was not in diligent 
prosecution of work leading to discovery, and 
does not continue such work with diligence 
to discovery. 


RULES ON OIL 
SHALE LEASING 


The regulations governing the issuance 
of leases on lands containing oil-shale 
deposits contain numerous paragraphs, 
some of which are here given:— 

Pursuant to section 1 of said act leases may 
be made to (a) a citizen of the United States; 
(b) an association of such citizens; (c) a cor- 
poration organized under the laws of the 
United States, or of any State or Territory 
thereof, provided that no stockholders are cit- 
izens of non-reciprocating countries, as pro- 
ene in section 1 of the act; or (d) a munici- 
pality. 


Lands and Deposits to Which Ap- 
plicable 


The lease may include such deposits and 
the surface of so much of the land contain- 
ing same, or of land adjacent thereto, as may 
be required for the extraction and reduction 
of the leased minerals, the aggregate area not 
to exceed 5,120 acres. 

Such leases may not include lands or 
posits in (a) national parks, (b) forest re- 
serves created under the act of March 1, 111 
(36 Stat., 961), known as the Appalachian for- 
est reserve act, (c) lands in military or naval 
reservations, (d) Indian reservations or («) 
ceded or restored Indian lands, the proceeds 
from the disposition of which are credited to 
the Indians. 

All permits or leases for the exploration for 
or development of oil or gas deposits under 
this act within the limits of national forests 
or other reservations, or withdrawals to which 
this act is applicable, shall be subject to and 
contain such conditions, stipulations and res- 
ervations as the Secretary of the Interior shall 
deem necessary for the protection of such 
forests, reservations or withdrawals and the 
uses and purposes for which created. 

Applications for leases must be under oath 
and should be filed in the proper district land 
otfice, addressed to the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office. No specific form of ap- 
plication is required, and no blanks will be 
turnished. 





de- 


Disposition of Application 


(a) The application will be given the cur- 
rent serial number by the register and re- 
ceiver, noted on their records, and the notice 
for publication will be signed by the register. 

(b) One copy of the signed notice will be de- 
livered to the applicant, who will cause the 
same to be published in a newspaper to be 
designated by the register, of general circula- 
tion, and best adapted to give the widest pub- 
licity, in the county where the land is sit- 
uated. If the land is in two or more counties 
notice must be published in each. Notice must 
also be posted in the local land office during 
the period of publication. 

(c) At the expiration of the period of publi- 
cation the application, together with evidence 
of publication and posting in said office, should 
be promptly transmitted by the register and 
receiver to the Commissioner of the Genera! 
land Office with a statement of the status 
of the land involved as to conflicts, withdraw- 
als, protests and any other matters that may 
be necessary to determine the availability -of 
the land or deposits therein for lease. 


Action on Application ‘ 


As the area and form of lands leased here- 
under is entirely discretionary with the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, if the area applied for 
is considered too large, or the form _ unsatis- 
factory, or in case of conflicting applications, 
the application may be held for rejection, but 
the applicant given an opportunity to amend 


his application in conformity with require- 
ments, Should the application be found satis- 
factory by the Commissioner of the General 


Land Office he will submit it to the Secretary 
of the Interior with a recommendation that a 
lease for the described lands be awarded the 
applicant. If the right to a lease be granted 
the applicant will be required, within thirty 
days from notice, to pay the rental of 50 cents 
per acre for the first year, which the receiver 
will carry in his unearned account until the 
lease is acted upon, and to furnish a lease 
duly executed on his part. 


Preferred Right to a Lease 


Under a proviso of section 21 of the act a 
person having a valid claim to oil shale de- 
posits under existing law, prior to January 1, 
1919, shall upon the relinquishment of such 
claim or claims, be entitled to a lease for not 
exceeding 5,120 acres, provided ‘‘that no claim- 
ant for a lease, who has been guilty of any 
fraud or who had knowledge or reasonable 
ground to know of any fraud, or who has not 
acted honestly and in good faith, shall be en 
titled’’ to such lease. The beneficiaries of this 
proviso are those persons or their grantors, 
who, in the honest belief that the mining laws 
were applicable to oil shale deposits, have 
proceeded in absolute good faith to make min- 
eral locations, lode or placer, of shale depos- 
its, and who have in all respects fully com- 
plied with the provisfons and requirements of 
such laws, including discovery. 

The same form of procedure in making appli- 
eations for lease should be followed as in other 
eases, except that, in addition to the points 
referred to in section 3 of any ordinary appli- 
eation, an application for a preference right 
lease should be accompanied by a full and de- 
tailed showing under oath duly corroborated, of 
the facts on which the applicant claims a pre- 
ferred right, together with copies of the loca- 
tion notices, abstraets of title and such other 
evidence as may be deemed necessary to es- 
tablish the claimant’s preferred right and en- 
tire absence of fraud, Claimants of such pre- 
ferred rights to leases should present same

Impounded Moneys 


Little information is obtainable as to 
impounded moneys of oil companies under 
the leasing law. The government's share 
of these impounded moneys is estimated 
at $5,495,000 in cases arising in Wyoming 


and California that have been handled by 
the Interior Department. In addition 
there are considerable sums impounded 


in escrow or in the hands of receivers ap- 
pointed under the Department of Justice, 
espécially in California, of which the gov- 
ernment will get one-eighth. 

The impounded moneys outside of the 
government’s share will not be distrib- 
uted to the oil companies in a lump, it is 


stated. Each case will be handled as it 
comes up, as it is claimed it would be 
undesirable for the banks where this 


money is deposited to require all of it to 
be paid over to the companies at once. 
None of the impounded moneys will be 
released until after the companies con- 
cerned apply under the law for leases, 
which must be done within six months. 
If and after their applications are granted 
the impounded moneys will be released. 
Wyoming and California are the only 
States where producing wells are oper- 
ating on government lands, although it is 
reported one small well has just been 
brought in in Montana, and there are oil 
prospects on public lands in that State 
and in Nevada, Utah and Louisiana, ac- 
cording to Interior Department officials. 


Regulations covering leasing of coal, 
phosphate and sodium lands under the 
law have not yet been issued.

“Refiners Day” Program Carried Out Under Direction of Fred 
W. Lehman, Jr. 


Wednesday, the 10th, the second day 
of the congress, was ‘‘Refiners’ Day,” and 
Fred W. Lehman, Jr., general counsel 
for the Western Pe troleum Refiners As- 
sociation, Was at the helm. The first 
item of business was a general meeting 
of the refiners present, which was called 
for 10 a. m., but really met at 11 0 clock. 
The chief matter of interest was a dem- 
onstration of the Jenkins process of re- 
fining by U. S. Jenkins, the inventor. 
Mr. Jenkins had a small working model 
but many were unable to fully s the 
demonstration. As for understanding, we 
can be told what we do, the unimportant 
part, but what it is that nature does no 
one really explains. Just as the old fire 
and water theory of matter was followed 
by the atomic theory we get a lot of ex- 
planations which fail to explain the secret 
of nature. Why is petroleum oily? Will 
some one tell? 

Owing to the late start made, the busi- 
ness session was brief and promptly at 
the hour of 12:30 the meeting adjourned 
to the Gold Room. Here again the fates 
proved unkind and the program of ad-

Address by Charles F. Kettering 


The address of Charles F. Kettering, 
president of the Automotive Engineers 
of America, on the ‘‘Motor and the Pe- 
troleum Industry,” was a welcome and 
valuable, as well as thoughtful, address 
largely on the subject of motors and 
motor fuels and the necessity of the de- 
signer of motors and the refiner of motor 
fuel working together. 

Among other interesting points made 
by Mr. Kettering was one as to the pro- 
duction of motor vehicles. He said:— 
Today we have about 6,000,000 motor cars, 
or automobile engines, or transport engines in 
this country. Our production, I think, today 
gives you about 2'4 gallons per day per engine 
Next year,we are going to produce about 
3,000,000 new engines and next year about 
0,000,000 more, maybe 4,000,000, if we can 
get cast iron and coke Those are the only 
two things limiting motor car production 












I don't know if you realize that but cast 
iron specifications for next year are 25 per 
cent. in excess of the coke to melt it, so we 
can't melt all the cast iron that is specified 
cause we haven't got enough coke to do it 
with, so the only thing that is going to limit

He told about map- 
ping out the territories and about push- 
ing special lines and getting all the busi- 
ness there was to get in every bit of 
territory that was covered. He also 
spoke of the new business in the agri- 
cultural regions and the opportunities 
that lay before every jobber to increase 
his business by building up his own new 
business without taking it away from 
others. He also gave advice from the 
experience of his own company on the 
best plan of erecting, equipping and oper- 
ating stations.

Secretary Reynolds Reports 


John D. Reynolds, secretary and gen- 
eral counsel of the American Independent 
Petroleum Association, then told what 
had been done by the association for the 
year past. He stated that 83 new mem- 








bers had been added to the association 
and mentioned the starting on September 
27 last of the Weekly Trade Bulletin 
and the instantly favorable result that 
had come from it. He gave a great deal

retary. The report covered various ac- 
tivities in regard to legislative matters 
that had been originated or shared in 
by the association and in conclusion 
stated that the financial condition was 
better than it had ever been. 


Clifford Thorne’s Remarks 


Chairman Freeman then asked that 
Clifford Thorne, general counsel for the 
association, make a few remarks, which 
that gentleman did, speaking, among 
other matters, of the effect of a recent 
decision of the Supreme Court, which 
would oblige the valuation of the roads 


to be on the basis of present values and 
not original costs. The Valuation Board, 
in connection with one road, had valued 
its land at $51,000,000 and the effect of 





this decision would be to increase that 
valuation 100 per cent. Of course, the 
result will be higher rates as the earn- 
ings of the roads are to be a per cent. 
on the valuation of the roads. “The 
task,”’ said Clifford Thorne, “to keep the 
valuation within reasonable bounds, i 
tremendous.” A preliminary hearing has 
been set for March. Mr. Thorne said 
that it would require substantial funds

PRESIDENT MAGUIRE PRESENTED 
WITH GOLD WATCH AT BANQUF} 


Associates Honor Head of A. I. P. A. for Servic e—Chairmay 
A. C. Bedford Unannounced Visitor at Convention Hotel _ 


There was a generally unknown inci- 
dent connected with the banquet and 
that is for a few minutes Chairman A, C. 
sedford, of the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey, was a_ visitor. The representa- 
tives of the Reporter were standing out- 
side the door of the exhibit hall when 
Mr Ledford came down the long 
passageway Seeing that he was alone 
and unrecognized, Mr. Specht stepped 
up to him and greeted him Mr. Bed- 
ford was, he explained, merely passing 
through and wanted to see Mr. Maguire 
for a few minutes and he passed on up 
to that gentleman’s apartment. He did 
not siop for the banquet and was in 
the hotel only for a short time. He is 
on his way to the coast for a much 
needed rest. None of the oil men seem 
to have known that they had such a 
well known and distinguished oil man 
present at the convention if only briefly. 

Immediately upon the guests being 
seated President Maguire turned over 
the gavel to Toastmaster Raymond 
Hitchcock of “Hitchy Koo" fame, who 
acted as toastmaster until 8 o'clock, 
when his engagement at a local theatre 
obliged him to leave. About the first 
thing that the toastmaster said was that 
“there were three things that were agi- 
tating the public, ‘spiritualism, petroleum 
and prohibition.’ Prohibition, like pe- 
troleum, is failing in production. (Great 
laughter. ) We have evidence of it on 
all sides. Personally I should like to 
see once more the time when beer and 
light wines were admitted. (Audience 
registered great applause.) He then 
told, amid tumultous applause, the story 
of the Yankee who made a remark about 
a fool emperor in Berlin and tried 
to get away from the Berlin police by 
saying that/he referred to the Russian 
emperor. ‘‘Not possible,” replied the po- 
liceman, “there is only one -—— fool 
emperor and we got him.” He explained 
that he had this much in resemblance 
to the emperor, he was the only one. 
Mr. Hitchcock then introduced the Hon. 
Clifford Ireland, who briefed his address 
on the “Necessity of Co-operation Be- 
tween Two Industries.” Mr. Ireland is 
a past president of the American Auto- 
mobile Association and his address re- 
lated to the oil and the motor industries. 

He was followed by the Hon. Albert 
B. Cummins, Senator from Iowa, who 
spoke on the “Future Relations Between 
the American Government and Industry.” 
The address was a rare example of deep 
thinking, but being rather lengthy, it 
did not hold the audience to the end. 
The Senator said some things that the 
plant owner would rather not believe, 
that is, the old-time employer. 

At the close of the Senator's address 
and just as President Maguire was de- 
claring the Congress adjourned, Secre- 
tary John Reynolds asked permission to 
interrupt and in a brief speech presented 
the very much surprised president with 
a magnificent watch suitably engraved. 
In accepting the remembrance President 
Maguire referred to the fact that he car- 
ried his father’s watch for many years. 
It is a very handsome timepiece of the 
old thick design. He remembered that 
for a number of years it had been slow- 
ing down and in conclusion said:—‘I 
hope that this timepiece I can now speed 
up in your behalf and for your welfare 
and try to keep up with this very beauti- 
ful gift. I thank you from the bottom 
of my heart.”

The 
well at that depth shows for close to 
a million cubic feet a day and is in- 
ssing itself, or, in other words, looks 
is though it might drill itself in to a 
better producer of the natural fuel. This 
test is located on Laurel Creek, near 
Ligonier, in Westmoreland county. The 
well is an expensive one, but should it 
prove a lasting gas producer, will be one 
of the best finds in years, as the rock 
pressure is supposed to be the greatest 
of any yet developed in the country. Re- 
cently much of the territory that was not 
leased in the southwestern portion § of 
West Virginia, in and adjacent to the Big 
Sandy Valley, has been taken up by the 
large. operating concerns, figuring that 
the territory lies between the fields of 
West Virginia and the Eastern Kentucky 
field, which is becoming quite active, and 
much test work will start as soon as 
weather conditions will permit. Much of 
the old territory over West Virginia will 
be drilled up this season, and attempts 
will be made to extend the pools, of 
which there are many. 


Ohio to Be Active 


Ohio will be an active spot during the year, 
and much new territory is expected to be added 
to the old. This State has three fields, being 
the Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio fields, with possibilities of the finding of 
another pool within the southwestern limits of 
the State in the vicinity of Cincinnati. The 
Southeastern part has been pretty well drilled 
over in years gone by, but there still remains 
many counties that have only had a few tests 
n the past, and these will be tested over again 
The entire eastern half of the State will come 
in for a thorough testing, and it can be said 
that the western half will be handled in the 
same manner, so that Ohio will be one of the 
leading developments for the year. Southern 
Michigan will also come in for its share of 
test work, owing to the fact that a showing of 
= was recently found in a test well some 
thirty miles southwest of Detroit, in the west 
ern part of Monroe county, and only a few 
miles to the north of the Ohio State line, and 
line with the old Trenton fields of North- 
v mr Ohio. Some years ago oil was dis 
covered on Middle Bass Island, in Lake Erie, 
which is located in Ohio, and there are chances 
for the finding of oil on some of the islands of 
Lake Erie Small producing wells have been 
found in the vicinity of Sandusky, also near 
Bryan, in Ohio, as well as near Antwerp, and 
thowe spots are now being looked after by the 
wildcatter, . 
Indiana is destined to see more development 
work during 1920 than for a dozen years back 
This State has as bright a future before it as 
any of the high-grade fields, with an abund 
ance of territory to develop that is almost 
certain for small wells, with possibilities of 
he finding of gushers, like those developed in 
the early days of the field.

Completions Decrease 


HOUSTON, Tex., March 16, 1920. 


Flowing wells at West Columbia and 
Hull during the past week just about 
sufficed to keep the daily average of the 
Gulf coast up around 70,000 barrels or 
a little better, where it has been for the 
past two weeks. An improvement of 
about 10,000 barrels a day over the sit- 
uation a month ago when the total pro- 
duction of all coastal fields for a 24- 
hour period did not run over 60,000 bar- 
rels. 

Since then there have been two new 
wells completed by the Texas Co, that 
have been most consistent producers. The 
Texas Co.’s No. 2 Palmer, in the north- 


ern part of the Hull field has flowed at 
the rate of 4,000 barrels oil a day for 
nearly a month. Not only is it making 
pipeline oil but it is of 37 degrees 
Beaume at_ that, while the ordinary 
coastal crude runs from 19 to 25 de- 
grees.

179,113 barrels, or a loss of 5,127 
from the previous week's figures 
barrels The figures show con- 
clusively that the daily average production is 
declining gradually from week to week, and 
it will require the opening of some large pro- 
ductive oil area to bring about the usual daily 
averages that have hung on for months above 
200,000 barrels a day. The late wells are not 
of the gusher class of a few months ago, which 
indicates the heavy drain upon the producing 
formations in the different fields. The many 
new refineries over the field are fighting hard 
for a supply of crude to keep their stills work- 
ing, and the result has been a high price with 
substantial bonus prices have been offered. 
How the skimming plants can afford to pay 
the high values for the crude at the wells is 
a puzzle to the pepulation, for after the gaso- 
line is extrected the crude is disposed of for 
fuel oil, and wherein the skimming plants de- 
rive a prcfit is what gets the average citizen. 
There is talk of the possibility of a very high 
price for gasoline, but this would be a mis- 
take from a business standpoint for refiners, 
for tefore automobiles came in vogue there 
was practically no market for the gasoline, 
aud should the price go much higher millions 
“f machines will be blocked up for a long time 
to come, or some other substitute will be found 
to take the place of gasoline. Then there will 
be no market for the gasoline product. 


The week's production in the Burkburnett 
field increased daily from 78,405 to 78,960, a 
gain of 555 barrels a day. The Eastland 
County daily average declined from 42,560 to 
29,635 barrels, a loss daily of 2,925 barrels. 
Stephens County’s daily runs went from 35,745 
to 32,123 barrels, a loss of 622 barrels. Com- 
anche County’s runs went from 15,960 to 
14,025 barrels, a loss of 1,935 barrels. The 
Electra field declined 285 barrels, from 9,530 
to 9,245 barrels. Iowa Park field declined 30 
barrels a day from an average of 750 to 730 
barrels. The Strawn field increased 155 bar- 
rels a day, going from 375 to 530 barrels. 
The Petrolia field went from 400 to 380 bar- 
rels, a loss of 20 barrels a day. Brown County 
decreased 15 barrels from 260 to 245 barrels. 
Shackleford County gained five barrels, from 
90 to 95 barrels. Coleman County stood sta- 
tionary at 90 barrels, while the loss in the 
Holliday fleld was ten barrels, decreasing from 
75 to 65 barrels daily.

New Wells 


Thirty-nine less wells were finished during the 
week than for the previous week in the North 
Central Texas field, although the production 
showed an increase of 3,544 barrels. There 
were four less gas wells and seven less dry 
holes. Heavy rains and winds were to a large 
extent the cause of the lesser number of wells, 
and the tornado did an abundance of damage 
in the way of blowing down many derricks 
over the wide area of territory, entailing a 
heavy loss to operators. The best well of the 
week was drilled on the Jordan tract, in East- 
land County, with an initial production of 1,500 
barrels. No real gusher like the early ones 
was finished in the Burkburnett field, but the 
wells averaged up like a big field.

oils has just been issued by the State Fire 
Insurance Commission of Texas and supersedes 
all former schedules heretofore issued by the 
commission. It cancels Texas Amendment No. 
92, effective January 19, 1920, to the General 
Basis schedules, also the commission's special 
order issued February 21, 1919, which permit- 
ted interested companies to write oil and gas 
properties under special forms and at rates 
fixed by the insurance companies. The new 
schedule becomes effective immediately. 

In discussing the new schedule of rates In- 
surance Commissioner T. M. Scott stated that 
it did not necessarily mean any increase in 
the present rate of insurance on oil properties, 
but that it is an equalization and stabilizing 
of the rates In certain instances the rates 
have been advanced, while in others decreased.

More Work Being Carried Out Than Same Time 
Last Year—Elk Hills Region Showing Up 
Good, With New Extension to Pool 


TAFT, Cal., March 15, 1920. 

reports from the various dis- 
tricts show that as a whole there is con- 
siderable more work going on at the 
present time than existed at the same 
date last year. The Elk Hills region in 
the San Joaquin Valley is looking better 
every week. The latest completion by 
the Standard is holding up to its initial 
output of 5,000 barrels, and proves up 
about six miles, for it is considered an ex- 
tension of the pool already found, which 
is furnishing production per well at an 
average of around 800 barrels. The S. P. 
has several sections in this vicinity upon 
which work will be started immediately. 


Progress in Wildcat Wells 


In various parts of California there is more 
wildcatting going on at the present time than 
ever before in the history of the industry in 
this State. This is not an unusual condition, 
however, for the compensation to be derived in 
case of a strike is enormous. There is a 
superabundance of the coin of the realm in 
the hands of men who, previous to the present 
age of prosperity to the working man, were 
unable to take a chance, and there are always 
those who are willing to promote a proposi- 
tion with other people’s money. Hence, be- 
sides the natural and substantial and neces- 
sary efforts that are being put forth by the 
large corporations who have large oil contracts 
to fill, there are many ventures in progress 
promoted by small capital, with many specula- 
tors only too eager to speculate. 

In a majority of these ventures it is safe 
to say there will be nothing gained, yet there 
will be many that will strike successfully, 
and it will be absolutely necessary that there 
be much new production found this year if 
production meets the demand. Progress in 
some of the ventures not so prominent in the 
public eye follow. 


In Southern California 


In Southern California the Linda Vista Oil 
Co., a new corporation, has secured a lease 
on 450 acres in San Diego county, a part of 
Camp Kearney. Further north, at Corcoran, 
in Kings county, where private gas wells have 
been furnishing natura) fuel for many years, 
capital has been attracted and preparations, 
well backed with money, are under way to 
— the petroleum producing possibili- 
ties, 

In Merced county, around Turlock, the belief 
exists that there is an oil-bearing strata in 
that vicinity, and a number of citizens have 
joined together and will finance the employ- 
ment of a competent petroleum geologist to 
determine whether or not they are walking 
over a bed of liquid wealth that ought to be 
in the banks in the shape of a pile of dollars. 

Following the report of a geologist that he 
had determined the existence of an anticline 
twelve miles long and two miles wide in the 
southern end of Monterey county and the 
northern end of San Luis Obispo county, a 
company of Oakland men are financing an 
undertaking to pierce or disprove the existence 
of a petroleum deposit. 


In Kern County 


In Kern county J. M. Haberfelde and asso- 
ciates of Bakersfield have located acreage in 
section 14-9-16, fifteen miles northeast of 
Lebec, and incorporated the Girlie Oil Co. 
Good indications of oil are said to have been 
found on the land. Successful development 
would mean the opening up of a vast acreage 
of an entirely new section. 

The reported discovery of oil on the F. E. 
Green ranch, a few miles northeast of Delano, 
in Kern county, at a depth of ninety-eight feet, 
has not yet developed into production. It was 
reported that the drill went through about a 
foot and a half of sand, which resembled oil 
sand, but that several tests of this sand failed 
to reveal any presence of oil. 

The Standard, after having drilled 2.500 feet 
in a wildeat at Ciervo has found nothing and 
will abandon the hole. 

Possibly the most promising of all 
locations is the territory around 
Beach. Here the Interstate in its well 
struck a promising looking oil sand at 2,477 
feet. The bailer brought up a nice grade of 
oil. Several attempts have been made to shut

The 
well was originally finished in the upper sand, 
carrying better than 52 gravity to the amount 
of about 50 barrels daily, with much water. 
Some months ago it was deepened and a larger 
gravity was obtained.

A branch of the Montibello field at Rideout 
Heights is a central point of interest at the 
present writing due to the fact that several 
wells are about to be completed. The first well 
brought in was the Whitley No. 1, which came 
in doing 275 barrels a day and has maintained 
a steady production. Whitley No. 3 is drill- 
ing at 3,318 feet and is looking very much like 
a producer. No. 2 is making hole at 1,575 and 
No. 4 is standing cemented at 2,450 feet. 

The Mascot Oil Co.'s Gregg No, 2 is located 
in the same district and is still standing ce- 
mented at 2,160 feet. A nice showing of oil 
was reported previous to the setting of the

1 is also cemented and standing at 3,400 feet. 

The Columbia (Commonwealth) Adobe No. 8 
at Montebello last week threw oil over the 
crown block and gave every evidence of being 
a large producer.

This 
rig was destroyed by fire the previous week 
when a blowout occurred, sending rocks through 
the crown, causing sparks, which ignited the 
flow of gas and oil. 

The G. P.’s Thompson No. 1, the well which 
so resembled a gusher three months ago and 
then sanded up, is now compieted and is pump- 
ing 150 barrels daily from fifty-feet of oil sand. 
Four additional wells are drilling by the Gen- 
eral Petroleum, all deeper than 2,000 feet. 


Twelve New Wells 


Oil field operations reported during the past 
week show 12 new wells started, the’ same as 
the week previous. Yearly total to date, 151; 
total to same date last year. 97. Tests for 
water shutoff this week numbered 18, as com- 
pared with 20 during the previous week. Deep- 
ening or redrilling jobs this week numbered 12, 
as compared with 10 during the preceding 


week. Total to date this year, 142; total to 
same date last year, 152. Wells abandoned 


this week numbered 4, as compared with 6 dur- 
ing the preceding week. 

The report shows that the number of new 
wells started thus far this year continues far 
in excess of the number started last year to 
the same date. Indications point to a larger 
initial production also, for a majority of the 
wells are in very prolific oil bearing districts.

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Unprecedented Rush for Leases in Edmonton Dis- 
trict and in Athabaska River Region—Cal- 
gary Gasoline Plant May Close 


CHATHAM, Oni., March 16, 1920. 


Records at the Dominion land office at 
Edmonton, Alberta, reveal an unprece- 
dented rush to file oil and gas leases in 


the Edmonton district. It is claimed in 
some quarters that the leasing activity 
is the result of “inside’’ information as 


to developments in the district; but more 
likely it is due to the doubling of the 
rentals on oil and gas leases where ap- 
plications are made after March 8. 

In January, 30 applications were made 


through the Edmonton office, covering 
12,800 acres. In February, 240 applica- 


tions covering 152,000 acres were filed ; 
and up to March 8, this month’s leasings 


amounted to 113, covering 60,000 acres. 
This gives a total for 1920, up to March 
8, of 383 leases, covering 224,800 acres. 
This leasing is all within the Edmonton 
district, and covers territory on the 
Athabaska River from Athabaska town 
to Fort McMurray. 


Greater in Southern Districts

There have been even greater f 
ported in the southern districts, and in the 
Peace River district, north of Edmonton, a 
great deal of leasing has been done. In the 


jatter the reported strike of oil at 1,139 feet 
depth in the Victory well, just outside Peace 
River town, seems to have stimulated specula- 
tive leasing. The oil showing in this well 
seems, however, to correspond to the similar 
showings encountered around 1,000 to 1,100 
feet in other parts of the Peace River field. 
This means it is heavy crude, difficult to 
pump, and a small show; probably not a com- 
mercial proposition. The well has been shut 
down waiting for casing, as water trouble is 
usually encountered below this sand, Several 
of the companies active in the Peace River 
field which have secured these showings in 
the cretaceous formations are planning to carry 
their drilling through the water vein into the 
mid-Devonian, where a larger quantity of 
lighter oil is anticipated. 

So far as the Athabaska district is concerned, 
activity throughout the winter has been pretty 
well suspended. The Northern Exploration 
Co. has been busy near McMurray preparing 
to test its scheme of electrically heating the 
heavy crude to facilitate pumping, but the 
project has not yet reached a conclusive stage. 
The Anglo-Canadian Co. is planning a big 
development campaign in the Athabaska dis- 
trict this summer, and will probably take in 
six outfits to thoroughly test the field. 


Casing Head Gasoline 


In the Okotoks field, southwest of Calgary, 
the Calgary Petroleum Products, Ltd., gasoline 
plant at Dingman is likely to_shut down as 
the result of an order of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment requiring the company to conserve its 
residual gas. The field is in an isolated region 


some thirty-six miles from Calgary, and the 
gasoline plant is operating on wet gas from 
the two Dingman wells on section 6-20-2-5. 


Considerable of the residual gas, after the gas- 
oline is extracted, is utilized to operate the 
gasoline absorption plant, and two refineries or, 
rather, ‘‘topping’’ plants in the fleld, the va- 
rious drilling operations and for heating and 
cooking in the residences and offices in the 
Turner Valley. The local demand is not, how- 
ever, sufficient to take care of all the residual 
gas, and the company has been burning the 
surplus to get rid of it. 

Negotiations have been carried on inter- 
mittently for several years past to secure an 
outside market for this gas, and plans have 
been discussed for a pipeline to Calgary, the 
city to handle the distribution. The proposal 
has also been mooted to deliver the gas to 
the Canadian Western Gas Co., which has the 
present Calgary franchise, to supplement its 
supply from the Bow Island field. The supply 


is hardly, however, sufficient as matters now 
stand to justify a pipeline and the necessary 
equipment for equalizing the pressure, though 
it is expected if a further supply is secured 
to dispose of it in this way. 


The gasoline absorption plant has been under 
construction for two years and represents an 
expenditure of upward of $80,000. It has been 
running experimentally since August, and the 
company’s engineers recently overcame the 
last obstacle to complete operation when they 
adapted a process for deodorizing the gasoline. 
The plant has a reputed capacity of 6,000,000 
cubic feet a day of wet gas, with an estimated 
output of upward of 1,500 to 1,800 gallons of 
gasoline, though it has so far operated with 
a less quantity of gas and a _ considerably 
smaller daily output. It is the first plant of 
its kind in Western Canada and the first to 
operate successfully anywhere in the Dominion, 
and with the completion of the experimental 
work recently plans were being matured for 
giving the gas production a thorough test 
with the object of expanding the plant if a 
steady gas supply seems assured. The com- 
pany is required to arrange for the satisfac- 
tory disposal or conservation of the residual 
gas by March 381, in which event it will prob- 
ably be necessary to limit the operation of 
the plant, or perhaps to shut down temporarily. 


Operations at Dingman 


meantime, the Calgary Petroleum 
Products, Ltd., has carried its No. 3 test at 
Dingman, on section 6-20-2-5, to 652 feet in 
depth, where it has drilled into the first gas 
horizon.

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Refined Products Continue to Show Strength 
Based on Scarcity and Demand—Gas Oil 
an Exceptionally Interesting Item 


CHICAGO, March 18, 1920. 


There is always a great popular mis- 
conception of the number of concerns 
engaged in an industry. A few days ago 
a gentleman who is in a business that 
borders on the petroleum industry asked 
how many refineries there were in the 
country. On being told that there were 
about three hundred and fifty he came 
as near saying that the statement was a 
foolish one as was possible and not say- 
ing it. He had a statement from some 
addressing concern which told him that 
there were over twelve hundred refineries 
in the country. In the height of the 
beer making industry about ten years 
ago the secretary of the brewers’ organi- 


zation made the positive statement that 
of all kinds of breweries known to the 
government, and that included every- 


thing, for it was a question of revenue, 
there were less than fifteen hundred. 
Just to think loosely a man might guess 
that there were ten thousand. 

The number of oil refineries is an im- 
portant question right now, for few are 
receiving the amount of crude they need 
to run full and many are not getting 
enough to operate profitably. They are 
bidding against each other and that is one 
reason for the steady advance of crude. 
The government reports the number of 


refining plants capable of operation on 
January 1, 1920, as 373, having a daily 
charging capacity of 1,530,565 barrels. It 


also reports 99 plants as under construc- 
tion, with a daily capacity for 263,500 
barrels. To supply this demand there 
Was produced, according to the best fig- 
ures, just about one million barrels of 
crude petroleum a day, so that with all 
of the completed plants running full the 
refining industry should have imported 
530,565 barrels of crude. We did actually 
import about 12 per cent. of that amount. 


If the available crude had been evenly 
divided no refinery could have run to 
over two-thirds of its capacity, and as 


we know that there are quite a few plants 


running full time it is less difficult to 
realize why crude is in demand. There 
are doubtless fifty refineries out of the 
list that are not operating today. There 


are some large ones that are running half 
capacity and less. Let a new oil well be 
drilled in with a stable production and 
the buyers are after it like bees after 
sweets. The danger is that the price of 
crude may be forced up to a point where 
the price of the products will be so high 
that the goods either are not marketable 
or trouble is made for the industry. 


Oil Men Not Profiteers 


The oil industry has been singularly free of 
the predatory class known as profiteers, it is 
pointed out in the industry Prices have not 
been a'lowed to rise when everything else has 
climbed. Perhaps this is unfortunate, it is 
stated, for the industry, as during the past 
year and a half other commodities have made 
startling advances and have reached high 
peaks of price which may precede a recession. 
If this should shortly be the case it would 
leave the oil industry in the position of in- 
creasing its prices while other commodities 
were declining.

Gas Oil Scarce 
Gas oil is scarce in spite of the fact that 


some of the refiners are offering their kerosene 
distillate for gas oil. It is the distillate that 
comes from the Illinois and similar crude 
which comes off a brownish color which is ex- 
pensive to correct. Gas oil is selling at from 


94c. to 9%c. and even 10c 
Kerosene Slow 

Kerosene is coming along slowly, but the 
market is showing a little more life. Most of 
the jobbers have had favorable contracts for 
kerosene, and they have been keeping their 
tanks full. The consumption has been slow, 
but should improve with the beginning of 


spring farm work. If the demand for gas oil 
continues long enough the supply of kerosene 
distillate may be somewhat reduced so that 
the amount of kerosene pushing for market 
will be decreased. As the Bureau of Mines 
makes its report for the opening of the year 
the stocks of kerosene do not appear large. 
There was in stock at the refineries on the 
first day of January this year 8,000,000 barrels 


of kerosene, which was 1,000,000 barrels less 
than a year ago at that time and 3,500,000 
barrels less than two years ago at the same 


date This shows‘that a substantial reduction 
has taken place in the stock of that commodity 


in the last two years. The prices at which 
refiners are selling in this market today is 
from 12\%c. to 13c. Some sales were made last 


but it is doubtful if they could 
be duplicated today under usual marketing 
conditions Several of the large refiners are 
holding firm at 12%c. 


Gasoline Demand Improves 


Gasoline is usually dealt in in considerable 
amounts at the convention of oil men held in 
March, but this time there was comparatively 
little doing. Some deals were made, but gen- 
erally the views of the refiner as to the proper 
price for gasoline was considered excessive by 
the jobber. In addition the refiner in the pres- 
ent condition of his crude supply and the rising 
costs to run the plant was, not at all keen to 
tie up any more of his production than is al- 
ready tied up. There is said to be a slightly 
better demand from some sections of the coun- 
try. Generally the country roads are in bad 
shape and the country jobber is not reducing 
his stock at all rapidly. It will take more 
than a little of the kind of weather that is be-

Neutrals and 
cylinder stocks are selling freely. Greases are 
in excellent request, so that it is evident that 
all industries are running freely. There is no 
better test. 

The local jobbing trade is good, but the coun- 
try jobbers are still handicapped in the dis- 
position of their stock by the bad roads. They 
have had a bad fall and winter, and so far 
the month of March has been a series of 
storms in many parts of the West. Heavy 
snows now are sure to make soft roads later. 
Tank wagon prices in Chicago are 17%c. for 
kerosene, 24c. for gasoline, 24%c. for V. P. M. 
naphtha. ‘The filling station price is 26c. for 
gasoline.

Eecuador.—The Ecuador property which the 
company proposes to acquire consists of rights 
over about 60,000 acres of land, more or less, 
situated on the Santa Elena Peninsula.

OIL GEOLOGISTS’ 
PUBLIC SERVICE 


Dr. George Otis Smith Tells of 


Opportunities of Profession 









DALLAS, Texas, March 19, 1920. 
Speaking before one of the largest 
itherings of petroleum geologists ever 

assembled in this country, Dr. George 
Otis Smith, director of the U. S. Geo- 
logical Survey, last evening ai the meet- 
ing of the American Association of Petro- 
leum Geologists, outlining the many ways 
in which a geologist, devoting his ener- 
gies to the petroleum phase of his calling, 
can be of service to the public t large 
while carrying out his work as an indi- 
vidual. Dr. Smith’s paper, which was well 


received, was entitled ‘The Public Service 

Opportunity of the Oil gs 
Summarized in an abstract way, his re- 

marks were to the following effect :— 


Two tendencies in geologic work are notice- 
able, and both are in the right direction— 
geology is becoming more exact in method and 
result and geology is becoming broader in out- 
look. The oil geologist has a large share of 
responsibility for the future. His first duty is 
self-evident—to find the oil. No resource is 
more easily wasted than oll if individual desire 
for gain is given full sway, and the larger 
rights of the people are lost sight of; nor on 
the other hand does any resource better lend 
itself to exploitation with a minimum of waste 
either of itself or of human effort. The oil 
geologist best understands conditions beneath 
the surface and his peculiar responsibility 
therefore lies in protecting oil sands from the 
effects of improper drilling and operation and 
in keeping the drilling program within eco- 
nomic limits. 3ut the oil geologist who sells 
his service to any operator whose drilling pro- 
gram plainly has as its purpose the draining of 
the land that the operator neither owns nor 
leases is turning his back upon his opportunity 
for public service. ‘Town-lot drilling is not 
only wasteful development, but, even though 
legal, it involves disregard of property rights. 
So the duty of the oil geologist is plain, not 
only to set his face but to raise his voice 
against the unfair practice of mining oll with 
total disregard of underground property lines. 

As the technical advisor of a great produc- 
tive industry, no one should be more sympa- 
thetic than the oil geologist with the enact- 
ment and enforcement of “‘blue sky’’ laws. 
He can conserve capital as well as oil. The 
oil geologist’s opportunity to serve the invest- 
ing public thus becomes in part the opportun- 
ity of an educator, for there is much misun- 
derstanding about the oil industry wholly 
apart from that caused by misrepresentation. 
There is too much glitter to the oil industry. 
“Great commercial romance’”’ is the literary 
term applied to this every-day kind of business 
of taking a dirty fluid out of a hole in tho 
ground, pumping it around, and then at a vile- 
smelling plant refining it into salable products. 
No one estimates the future value of this 
expendible resource, petroleum, with truer 
vision than the oil geologist. But what may 
soon be the demands for oll is beyond the 
vision even of a geologist. The secret of tho 
capacity of Nature's storehouse is easier to 
unlock than the mystery of the progress in 
man’s needs and desires. 


During the war America bent every energy 
to supply the Allied forces on sea, on land 
and in the air with motive power, and our oil 
wells, and especially our ofl storage, met the 
emergency. Today, our need is a domestic 
need—the arts of peace are requiring more oll 
than we have. We are forced to think of 
America first, and the oil geologist of all pub- 
lic servants owes his active allegiance to the 
American hunt for oil. American engineering 
and American capital must together enter the 
field of world-wide exploration for oil, and no 
oll Seologist can be spared from this nationa! 
project.

~ WEST VIRGINIA — 


Weather Conditions Continue to Hamper Devel- 
opment Work—Jackson and Boone Counties 
Lead Interest—February Statistics 


CHARLESTON, March 19, 1920. 
Conditions in the oil fields of West 
Virginia during the past week have been 
no better than for the past three months 
because of the weather principally which 
caused a large number of the drilling 
wells to be shut down. On the other 
hand the shortage of gas and water as- 
sisted greatly in curtailing the work in 
the different fields, all these circumstan- 
ces combining to make the number of 
drilling wells and completions smaller 
than usual The number of wells com- 
pleted in the State, according to the 
statements made by the pipeline compa- 
nies has heen 18, and the largest of these 
started off at 15 barrels a day and later 

declined to less than 10 barrels a day. 


Dry Holes in Majority 


Most of the wells completed during the past 
week were either gas wells or dry holes, mostly 
the latter The gas wells were not of large 
capacity and most of them are in territory 
where the pressure soon fails and they are not 
of much account except to use in the manufac- 
ture of carbon black For this purpose the 
recent completions in the gas fields are excep- 
tionally good, for the reason that most of the 
wells are what are known as ‘‘wet"’ gas, 
meaning that there is a lot of oil or gasoline 
in the gas, which makes for a larger yield of 
carbon soot, which is later refined for the car- 
bon black that is derived from it 

Greatest interest in drilling in the State is 
being shown in the Berea grit fields, which 
have been opened in Jackson and Boone coun- 
ties. in both of which there is a large amount 
of work projected but little being done, for the 
very good reason that where they have water 
there is no gas, and it is not possible to get 
coal out into the fields on account of the ex- 
tremely bad condition of the roads Warm 
weather during the past few days has relieved 
both the gas and water conditions to a great 
extent, but the roads are still in such a condi- 
tion they are practically impassable. 

Reports have been received here to the effect 
that the Heck Development Co., which is doing 
the most operating in the Jackson county field, 
is still waiting on weather conditions to im- 
prove before going ahead with their work in 
that section. They have two wells drilling 
when they can get the water and fuel, six rigs 
up and ready to start and about twenty loca- 
tions made on the different tracts they hold in 
that section. The Carter Oil Co., a subsidiary 
of the Standard: the South Penn Oil Co. and 
the Ohio Fuel Oil Co. also have a large num- 
ber of leases in that section which they are 
getting ready to test, but the work will not be 
done until it is possible to get material over 
the roads. 


Boone County 


In Sherman district, Boone county, there is 
a lot of work being mapped out for the spring 
by the Ohio Cities Gas Cu., which has a total 
of more than 25,000 acres in that county. The 
wells completed so far in that section of the 
State have started off at better than 80 barrels 
a day, and after the head has been blown oft 
by the gas they settle down to about 40 to 50 
barrels a day and have been holding up at that 
rate in good shape. At present there are five 
or six wells drilling in that section by the dif- 
ferent companies, twelve or fifteen rigs up 
and there are locations for fifty or sixty other 
new wells, which will be started as soon as 
the material can be obtained. 


Pleasants county, which is in the best shal- 
low sand district of the State, is still coming 
to the front with some good wells, but they 
are being found in defined territory, so that 
their completion is of importance only on ac- 
count of their capacity. It is reported that 
quite a number of new wells is being started 
in that county, especially in the Cow run sand 
district, close to St. Mary’s, where the wells 
start off at about 30 to 40 barrels a day and 
then settle down to about 10 barrels They are 
good stayers, and some of those drilled in more 
than twenty-five years ago are still producing 
almost as much as they did on the first day 
after the ‘‘head had been pumped off.”’ 


New Field Opened 


A new field opened up a short time ago is 
that about five miles from Sutton, in Braxton 
county, where the West Virginia Gas Co. 
drilled in at 32,000,000-foot gas well about six 
weeks ago. The same company has the rigs 
up for half a dozen new wells in that section, 
but, like all the other operaating concerns in 
the State. they are being held up because it is 
not possible to get material to start the new 
wells. The United Fuel Gas Co., South Penn 
Oil Co. and a number of other operating com- 
panies have leases in that section, and once 
they get started with their work it is probable 
that fifty or sixty strings of tools will be run- 
ning there during the early part of the spring 
and summer The original well completed in 
this fleld has heen turned into the pipeline, and 
a gauge shows that it is still doing better than 
30,000,000 feet per day. 

History of the West Virginia oi! fields has 
been that where there is a large gas pressure, 
such as that shown in the Braxton county 
well, there is always a lot of oil close by. It 
is believed that the gas well has been drilled 
on the top of the anticlinal and that there is 
plenty of oil on both sides of it. With this 
idea in view the oil companies are making 
plans to drill about a mile on each side of the 
gas well, in order to define the limits of the 
gas field, and also to try out in which direction 
the oil is found. The gas in this well has been 
developed in the Big Injun sand at a little over 
1,700 feet

E. M. NOWELL ESTATE 
Question of Distributing $100,000 


Life Insurance Brought into Court 
CINCINNATI, March 19, 1920. 


In order that the court may determine 
to whom are payable three insurance poli- 
cies on the life of Emery M. Nowell, of 
Cincinnati, former oil operator, whose 
death occurred at the Hotel Sinton re- 
cently, the Union Central Life Insurance 
Co. has filed a bill of interpleader in 
equity in United States District Court 
and tendered to court its check for $98,- 
731.61, being the sum due for the policies. 

The policies involved in this action are 
for $40,000, $35,000 and $25,000, respec- 
tively. The defendants named are John 
Galvin, as administrator of Nowell’s es- 
tate under appointment by Probate Court 
of Hamilton county, Ohio; R. R. Crutcher, 
Lexington, Ky., and Maurice L. Galvin, 
Covington, Ky., as administrators under 
appointment by County Court for Lala- 
vette county, Kentucky; Mrs. Sadie L. 
Wade Birmingham, Ala., mother-in-law of 
Nowell, as administratrix under appoint- 
ment by Probate Court of Jefferson 
county, Alabama, and Miss Dorothy L. 
Tilghmann, Michigan avenue, Cincinnati, 
who is named beneficiary in one of the 
policies. 

The court is requested to require the 
several defendants to appear and inter- 
plead or answer this suit that the com- 
pany having paid the full amount of the 
policies into court be dismissed from lia- 
bility, and that each of the defendants be 
enjoined from asserting any claim against 
the company on account of these policies. 


Ohio Valley Oil Co. Funas Subject 
to Attachment 


BALTIMORE, March 19, 1920. 


A verdict of $607 was rendered March 
12 under instructions of Judge Dobler in 
the Circuit Court, Part 3, Baltimore, in 
favor of Harry S. Goetz in a suit against 
the Ohio Valley Oil Co., a defunct con- 
cern. which had an office in Baltimore. 
Mr. Goetz attached certain funds on de- 
posit to the credit of the company with 
the Equitable Trust Co. It was con- 
tended that the money did not belong 
to the company, but was a trust fund 
to be used only for the payment of cer- 
tain creditors, but the court ruled that 
the deposit was not sufficiently marked 
to separate it from the general funds 
of the corporation, and was _ therefore 
subject to attachment. The property of 
the company, after foreclosure, was 
turned over to the United States Petro- 
leum Co. for 50,000 shares of the stock 
of that corporation.

Injunction Asked by S. O. Co. to Pre-

It is alleged that the inspection fee ex- 
ceeds the cost of operation by more than 
$100,000 annually, and figures to sup- 
port the allegation are given, including 
the years 1914 to 1918. The fee under 
the Missouri statutes is 6 cents for each 
barrel at places where less than 200 
barrels of oil or petroleum products are 
handled in a month. Where the business 
exceeds that figure, that fee plus one- 
eighth of a cent per gallon is assessed. 

The petition asks that the inspectors 
be enjoined and that upon final hearing 
of the matter the injunction be made 
permanent. 


MEXICAN OIL INDUSTRY 


via Medium of Motion Picture 
Films 


MEXICO CITY, March 12, 1920. 


In order to let the foreign public know 
something of the actuality of the petro- 
leum development in this country, the 
Department of State has had films made 
in the oil regions amounting to several 
thousands of feet. These include scenes 
representing the discovery of petroleum 
or asphaltum by the aborigines and its 
use in boat building, as also in mixing 
mortar for the construction of buildings. 
Views of the great springs of “chapo- 
pote,” or liquid asphalt, which exist in 
various portions of the republic and 
which were always regarded by land 
owners as a decided detriment to the 
value of their lands, obstructing agricul- 
ture and causing the drowning of large 
numbers of domestic as well as wild 
animals. 


Included also are views showing the 
drilling of wells and also the actual pro- 
duction of oil at the moment the wells 
“come in,” pipelines, tanks, pumping sta- 
tions, terminals and _ shipping facilities, 
as well as other features of the produc- 
tion, handling and shipment of oil; the 
principal refineries in the Tampico, Tux- 
pan and Minatitlan regions; tank vessels 
used in transporting petroleum, the ma- 
chinery used in applying asphalt to the 
construction of streets, and other uses 
of petroleum and its products, 


Many sets of these films have been 
made and they will be exhibited in all 
parts of the world as one of the best 
means of educating the public regarding 
this important industry.

The information being ob- 
tained from the experimental tanks at 
Coalingo is very satisfactory, Mr. Eliott 
reports, several curves having been pre- 
pared, based on this information which 
show that in a period of forty days 80 
per cent. of evaporation losses in light 
oils can be saved if water-sealed tanks 
are used for flow tanks instead of the 
ordinary open-top tanks.

Oil interests are in the steel market 
for all casing, drive pipe and tubing 
that it is possible to place, but this is 
restricted like all the rest and some of 
the field operations are interfered with 
seriously.

In one case, in Balti- 
more, orders have been given to change 
an oil burner into a consumer of coal, 
the work being done at the yard of the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation at 
Sparrows Point, where the craft was 
built. The latter is the Orient, of the 
Oriental Navigation Co., which was 
first named the Gosport. It is said 
that many other vessels are consider- 
ing the use of coal, the heavy demand 
upon fuel oil in the last few years 
having caused a serious shortage. A 
large fleet of steamers is being held 
up at Hampton Roads, it is said, wait- 
ing to fill their tanks with fuel oil. 


The Automobile Gasoline Co., of St. 
Louis, March 15, paid to the License 
Collector of St. Louis $3,372, represent- 
ing the amount due for gasoline tax 
for the period from October 29, 1919, 
to December 31 last. The tax, which 
became’ effective August 29 last, 
amounts to one-half per cent. per gal- 
lon on all gasoline sold at filling sta- 
tions in St. Louis.

OIL NOT FOUND 
IN MARYLAND 


Geological Survey Warns Against 
Well Said to Be Struck Near 
Capitol City 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 1920. 


In connection with recent rumors to the 
effect that oil had been discovered in 
Maryland not far from this city, and the 
advertising of stock by a local concern in 
alleged oil property in Prince George's 
county, Md., eight miles from the Capitol 
dome, the United States Geological Survey 
has felt called upon to issue the following 
oo against the wildcat proposi- 
ion :— 

Is there oil 
Washington? 

Almost certainly not, if the kind of science 
that the big oil companies employ is to be be- 
lieved by the general public. 

Hardly a single geologic condition is favor- 
able for the accumulation of oil near Wash- 
ington. The usual requisities for an oil pool 
are lacking, and no reputable geologist would 
advise the expenditure of money under these 
conditions. 

On every count the search for oil near and 
east of Washington is to be discouraged. 
Speculation in such projects is to be deplored. 
Those unwary ones who invest in such proj- 
ects are usually the least able to bear the 
practically certain loss of their hard-earned 
savings. No person who can not view with 
perfect complacency the entire loss of his 
money should invest in the stock of oil com- 
panies purporting to exploit oil fields near 
Washington, if indeed anywhere else, and the 
Geological Survey feels called upon to warn 
the public of the extra hazardous character 
of exploration for oil in Eastern Maryland_ It 
may be added that in this statement the Fed- 
eral Survey concurs in general with the opinion 
already expressed by the State Geological 
Survey of Maryland.

Crude Petroleum Rates Attacked by 


Oil Companies 
WASHINGTON, March 

The Ozark Oil & Refining Fort

PERU ENACTS NEW

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OBITUARIES. 
CHARLES W. T. BALSLEY 


Charles Watt Taylor Balsley, prominent 
in the lubricating oil trade of New York, 
died on Wednesday evening, March 1, 
frum acute indigestion, following two 
days’ illness, in his home at 1307 Carroll 
street, Brooklyn, N. Y. He had been in 
daily attendance at his office in the Tide 
Water Oil Co., 11 Broadway, where he 
was manager of the paraffine and lubri- 
cating oil sales department. He began 
his employment with this organization 
about forty years ago, identifying himself 
with the Tide Water Pipe Co. Mr. Bals- 
ley was born about 61 years ago in Con- 
nellsville, Pa. 

The following story of his career was 
prepared by Mr. Balsley himself for pub- 
lication in the March number of Tide 
Water Topics, the house publication of 
the company. The article was already 
in the printer’s hands when his death 
was announced, and an additional write- 
up telling of his death was inserted in 
the number which went to press a few 
days ago, 

At the time of the laying of the first pipeline 
over the mountains from McKean county to 
Williamsport Mr. Balsley was employed by the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. at Williamsport, 
Pa., as operator. Hearing much about the 
great oil developments and excitement in the 
Bradford district he applied for and secured a 
position with the United Pipelines in their 
Bradford office as night operator and switch- 
board manager. Later he joined the Tide 
Water pipeline under Mr. B. F. Warren, who 
had charge of securing the right of way for 
the construction and extension of the pipeline 
east from Williamsport. 

When it was known that oi] had successfully 
been piped from the oil regions east as far as 
Williamsport there arose competition among 
the oil companies as to which could obtain the 
right of way to build the first line to the sea-

board. The Tide Water people were being 
fought desperately by the Standard interests. 
As Mr. Balsley knew most of the farmers 
and country around Bradford and his home 
town, Muncy, his services were secured to act 
in the capacity of obtaining general informa- 
tion about Standard vs. Tide Water. Knowing 
many of the Standard people personally and 
others by reputation in the oil country he was 
of valuable help in securing the right of way. 


Mr. Balsley relates many incidents con- 
nected with this work. At one time he was 
out on the mountains during the nights for a 
week, watching and timing the coal trains 
coming down the mountains over the Lehigh 
Valley Road. Tide Water wanted to drive the 
pipe under the roadbed at a time when no 
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train would be passing, but this proved un- OIL AND GAS LAND L 


necessary. The pipe was eventually laid under 
a trestle work bridge during a severe snow- 
storm, when the men stole @ march on the 
Standard construction train. Although they 
were watching our. movements, we succeeded 
in coupling a number of our wagons on which 
the pipe was loaded, and seizing a good op- 
portunity the pipe was laid successfully. 
*‘However, before the work was completed the 
men on the construction train gave us a pretty 
hard fight,’’ says Mr. Balsley. 

At one time, when it was supposed that the 
right of way was successfully blocked near 
Muncy, we secured a patent for a strip of land 
running through Lycoming Creek and then 
laid the line. The work of building the exten- 
sion was begun, and Mr. Balsley was detailed 
as Operator, also to be of service in having 
material delivered along the line of construc- 
tion, opening the telegraph offices at Muncy 
and later at Schumans and elsewhere. When 
the line was completed he was sent to Wil- 
liamsport as operator under Mr. Dickson, and 
in 1885 was transferred to the New York office. 
Mr. G. A. Keeney, who had charge of the 
marketing of lubricating oil and the by-prod- 
ucts of the Polar Oil Co., took him into the 
shipping and sales department, where he has 
remained for over thirty years. Mr. Balsley 
was closely associated with Mr. Keeney until 
his retirement and subsequent death a year 
ago. Since then Mr, Balsley has carried on 
the work laid down by Mr. Keeney. 

The editor of the paper added to the ar- 
ticle the statement that, as our president has 
said, it is the faithful and untiring work of 
the long experienced men in the company, such 
as Mr. C. W. T. Balsiey, that has been a great 
factor in the success of the Tide Water Oil Co. 

Mr. Balsley was a member of the New 
York Oil Trades Association and held 
membership on its board of directors. 

Surviving the deceased is the widow, 
Rena R. Richmond; daughter, Miss Vir- 
ginia; half-sister, Mrs. Charles Mott. A 
brother, the late Emos Balsley, was a 
clergyman in Paterson, N. J., and in 
Texas. A nephew, Clyde, served with 
distinction in the Lafayette Escadrille. 

Funeral services were conducted _ on the 
19th at the late residence by Rev. S. 
Parkes Cadman. Floral pieces were sent 
by the Tide Water people. Interment 
took place in Smethport, Pa., the home 
of the widow’s family.
